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Richard, late Earl of Barrymore, Vifcount 
BuTTEVANT, and Baron Barry, of the kingdom of 
Ireland, was born Auguft 14th, 1769; he fucceeded to 
the title and eftate Auguft ift, 1773 > ^^^ chofen Mem- 
ber for Heytefbury, in Wiltfliirc, at the commencement 
of the prefent Parliament ; and died on March 6th, 
1793, His eftate and title defcend to the Honorable 
Henry Barry, who is now with his brother, the 
Honorable Augustus Barry, and his fifter. Lady 
Melfort, at the family feat of Caftle Lyons, near 
Rathcormuck, in the county of Cork, in Ireland. A few 
months fince he went on an excurfion to Gretna Green 
with Mifs GouLDiNG, niece to Lady Lade ; a young 
lady of much perfonal beauty, and adequately accom- 
pliflied* 



HIS CHARACTERISTICS. 



His highly poliftied mind received its firft claftical 
cmbellifliments under the fuccefsful tuitiop of the Rev. 
Mr. TiCKELL, at Wargrave\ at the age of fourteen 
he was removed to Eton, where his erudition was con- 
firmed ; and (had his life not been prematurely abridged] 
his pafTport to celebrity indubitably fecured. Difcretion 
had planted her choiceft feeds in his underftanding, which 

took 
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took toot, and began to emerge; but he was deftroyed 
ere the fertility and richnefs of the foil became palpable 
by a full harveft, acceptable to Wifdom and to Honor. 
— Hisacutenefs of penetration was indifputable — ^his 
•equanimity of temper was never ruffled but in cafes of 
meannefs or oppreflion — he was burfting hourly from 
the chryfalis, and would have been foori in full beauty, 
wing and requeft. • 

He was fuppofed to have ^xjpcrtded, in- the courfe of 
five years, very near three, hiindrcd thoufand pounds, 
afid what will appear very' exti'aoVdinafry is, that in the 
■midll of this ocean of extravagance, he was himfelf, one 
of the moft temperate iben, ih regard to eating and 
drinking, I ever accompanied !— he would occafionally 
drefs himfelf like a French cook, with a white cap, bag, 
apron, knife, &c. and invite a feleft jJarty to fup with 
him, for whom he would drefs a fowl, faufages, foup, 
and fallad in various ways, with as much addrefs and 
flcill as Lebeck in old times, or Daubigny in modern 
manners \ 

' Lord Barry more was upwards of fix feet in height ; 
he had very large bones, and was very thin : his agility 
was fuch, that I have heard, no man in the country 
could equal him in feats of aftlvity : yet he run a hun- 
dred yards in Kenfington Gardens with Lord Paget,

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9Xid loft the wager I — I have feen him repeatedly p,ut 
one hand on the faddle of his horTe and vault over him : 
-r-^he was not fo- intrepid in. either a fox chace pr fwim- 
Diing as the prefent Earl, who, though lame, feems 
uflconfcious of dread, in any fituation, however peri. 

! lous! 

{ When about eighteen year$ of age, he would, take 

; fome fpirited companion, and go in the middle of the 

night to th6 circumjacent viUdges, . and by means of a 

i Jadder, fhift the figns of the public-houfcs, by carrying 

the King's Head to the Three Jolly Anglers, and the 
Three Jolly Anglers to the King's Head ! — in whatever 
place he fojou^ned, he created fome diverfion for the la* 
boring poor in the afternoon; he either inilituted a 
match at cricket or quoits ; gave a hat to be grinned for 
fbrough a horfe collar ; a pair of fhoes to the bed cud* 

1 geller; or a dowlafs fmpck to the moft fleet Atlanta ia 

I the hundred. 

Like fome beneficial preparation in chymiftry, half 
finiOied, what he was to have been, in the conclufion, 
was not univerfally underflood — his paflions had been 
thrown toojiaftily into the refolving crucible of e£tion» 
when the fire was too intenfe and too confuming — the 
gradual fimmerings proper for the healthful combina- 
tion: of warring particles, were not attended to by thofe 

who 
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ifvho ibould'iiave been the guardians of his conftitution ! 
had lie lived long, be would have lived to brighten hu- 
manity — ^he would have formed a relative confederacy 
between the different fpberes oS the imagination and the 
prefcriptions of fcience«— the lawlefs fancy of Lucretius, 
would have been rejefied foj: the more calm champions 
of moral beauty, His powers of alTociating thought and 
judgrpent were admirable — he was even patient under 
the folution of Euclid's problems, when he cbniidered 
xfaat folution qecelTary to his private pride of charafler, 
or the more immeiliate claims of neccIBty. When he 
believed it proper to ruminate, the intricate calculations 
of algebra were quickly unknotted l^ a perception, 
wonderfully operative to the accompliihment of a fcbo* 
lar's defire. The Attic ferpent unfolded itfelf upon 
demand, and curvetted beneath the beam of his mind ! 

His domeftic affairs have been long under the guid- 
ance of Mrs. D£LPiNi, and I verily think her condu£t 
has been highly advantageous to her employer. He re« 
fided, whei^ in town, at Wood's Hotels in Covent Gar- 
den; and generally dined and fupped at the Bow Street 
Coffee Houfe^ becaufe he had the utmoft reliance on the 
good fenfe and integrity of the landlord. 

Notwithflanding the prevalence of an oppofite fenti- 
ment in the world, he was not indifcriminately prodigal, 

but 
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but morally generous ; and had all his beneficence been 
literally chronicled, it would appear as the efFojt of dif- 
cernment. He read the charafters of men with as niuch 
•accuracy as Bruyere ; aid fcorned thofe who were un- 
candid, unfeeling, or unjuft. On the day he died he 
was to have flood fponfor to Mr. Johnstone, the 
Comedian's infant daughter, but his military duty pre- 
vented his attendance, * 

In what was relative to religion in general, or the re- 
.velations in particular, he was the moft guarded man in 
his fentiments I ever knew, Thofe fenfualities in which 
he indulged, and which youth and conftitution rendered 
,venial, never eftranged him from the recolleftion that* 
every man ' feaft, like Damocles, ' y^ith the fword of ruin 
fufpended over .him by the fine-fpun thread of Deftiny, 
The pageantries of life and the bubbles of vanity fliould 
be held nearly as contemptible by all thofe who feel pro- 
perly, that the funeral of the body may be immediate to 
its agency in error. 

His eftates, amounting in the aggregate to ten thou- 
fand pounds a year, have been the laft two years under 
the guidance of Mr. Hammersley, the Banker, who 
allowed him annually two thoufand fiVe hundred pounds ; 
the remainder were held in fequeftration for his creditors. 
He, peradventurc, played about the altar of Licentiouf- 

nefs, 
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nefs, but never facrificed his honor at the fane; his 
vivacity often forced him beyond the precinfls of Mode- 
ration, yet he never remained long in the enemy's coun- 
try, or became a fyftematic rebel to Propriety, but re- 
turned with rapture to the head quarters of Reafon : — 
though the governing compafs of his mind was fometimes 
deranged by the concuffions of accident, it was foon be- 
calmed, and pointed to the polar ftar of ReQitude. 

He had the goodnefs to vifit me in trouble, and re- 
move my embarraffments ; and has repeatedly declared, 
that while he had a houfe and a bottle, his roof ihould 
proteft me from the elements, and his beverage alleviate 
my thirft. Were my benefaftor living, to recite thefe 
events would be unappropriate and fulfome; but as he 
is no more, were I mean enough to flatter (a vice for 
which I am not very notorious) the flattery mull )be un- 
produflive. 

His powers of elocution were very great, but that mo- 
defty, which is ever the attendant of fupreme merit, pre- 
vented him from the public difplay of thofe abilities 
which his private friends knew to be recommendatory 
and charming ; he was mellowing rapidly from eccentri- 
city and whim into meritorioufnefs and caution ; every 
hour his judgment forged an additional link of that chain 
which Time would have ufed to coerce his paflions; his 

ample 
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ample mind would not for a moment, receive a gueft 
fo repulfive, fo abhorred, as Morofenefs — I believe, that 
at his luminous birth 

*■• 
" The Sun drew all fach humor? from him." 

The gentlenefs of his nature impelled him to be moft 
civil where incivility might have proved afiUftive ; his 
diftinftions on the points of adminiftrative delicacy to 
the fons and daughters of Diftrefs were admirable and 
exemplary; when he did a deed of generofity, he did it 
twice, by making the manner of prefenting even more 
acceptable than the gift offered ; he artfully contrived to 
participate, by language, in the benefits of that donation, 
which, in the luxury of feeling, he exceedingly enjoyed ; 
Tie feemed to rufti from the confines of felf-love, and re- 
gard the worthy more than he did himfelf. 

Could the emotions of grief rellore his vital heat, my 
lamentations (hould fatigue Echo ; he had, by the fimple 
magic of a kind demeanor, fo intertwifted his interefls 
about my *heart, that when I heard of his untimely de- 
molition, I felt as if its core had buril in twain ; all the 
benefits I had received from him came rufliing concen- 
trated upon my mind, till my imagination was fufpehded 
and abforbed in woe ; he was the moft philanthiropic, the 
itioft urbane, the moft generous among men ; though his 

deed 
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deed occafionally ran before his thought, yet was it fanc- 
tified by the impulfe that gave it birth ; he perufed not 
the code of frigid policy for the meafure of his aQion, 
but artlefsly mingled in bufy life, and became the point 
of common obfervatioui with all the levities appertaining 
to unfophifticated youth playing about his charafter, to 
jthe prejudice, of that momentary, though not unimpor* 
tant fame, which is dependant on the whifperings of 
Envy and Malignity ! 

His .retentive faculties were aftonifliing ; I have knowa 
him return from a new opera, and play the overture dif- 
tin£lly and correQly, though he was not acquainted with 
the theory of mufic! — la our private oratorical ef- 
forts at Wargrave, upon a theme fuddenly announced, 
he was generally the moft poignant and flrongeft rea- 
fonei^ among us; upon an occafion when Mr. Stone 
had a tenant run away of the name of D Ay, very much 
in his debt, it was propofed that each gentleman fliould 
write an epigram upon the occurrence ; the time allowed 
was ten minutes, when Lord Barry mo re eclipfed us 
all, by a fpirited effufion that would not have dilhbnored 
Martial i as I cannot perfeflly recolleft it now, I will 
not injure his memory by any fubftitution of matter. 

He defpifed thofe ftruggles of the ariilocratic for pre- 
cedence, who can only refort to the pra6tice of infolence 

C for 
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for the powers of diftinftion. As he borrowed his fupe- 
rior claims to focial refpedl from Heaven, he difdained 
the idea of being arranged as the flave of ihofe local ho- 
nors which may be equally adminiflered to the ideot^ the 
villain, and the truly noble. No man will feek to ac- 
quire dignity from external fplendor, who can retire 
within himfelf, and ftrengthen his own felicity by his 
own refleftion ! — ^As the natural world is beautifully fub- 
fervient to the moral, fo is the gorgeoufnefs of a valuable 
man only fecondary to the tenor and attributes of his 
beifig. — He knew well how to make a right eftimate of 
the durable and the tranfient, and adhered wifely to thofe 
comforting principles, which the favor of princes cannot 
cftablifli, or the operations of Calamity overthrow. 



WARGRAVE THEATRICALS.- 



The theatricals at Wargrave, though eventually fo^ 
brilliant, commenced but humbly : the firft performance 
there was Garrick's farce of Mifs in her Teens, in whicb 
Lord Barrymore cnafted Fla/h; Mr. Henry Barry, 
Puff i Mr. A. Barry, Fribbkj and Mr. Naffau, Mifs 
Biddy. This juvenile attempt was made when the eldeft 

of 
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•oiF the dramatis perfona was under feventeen j the other 
chara£lers were fufiained by the mofl intelligent young 
TBen of the village. To this Thefpian ftruggle, only the 
tradefmen, and the farmers and their wives were invited, 
as the exhibition was in a barn, and the commodioufnef^ 
of the auditory not very remarkable. Eighteen months 
after this fcenic endeavor».Lord Barry more employed 
Mr. Cox, late carpenter to Covent Garden Theatre, to 
«re£l the late noble and matchlefs firu&ure^ which was 
the admiration :of all who viewed it; the mechanifm^of 
the traps for pantomime could not be exceeded by art< 
This fuperb building was pulled down in the fummer <^ 
^792, and the materials fold by auflion. Sir Charles 
^arfli, of Reading, bought the traps and fcenery, which 
were painted by Mr. Young and Mr. Emanuel* A large 
Aable and coach-houfe were ere£led on the fcite, but ne* 
ver ufcd, in confequence of that csttaftrophe which has 
caufed this teftimonial to be written. 

Adjoining to the theatre was a lofty and fpacio^s fa- 
loon, to which the company retired fpr refreflintient, be- 
tween the afts and at the conclufion of the performances. 
From a recefs in the centre of this building, fix men fer- 
vants, drefled in fcarlet and gold, delivered chocolate, . 
cofiFee, tea, fweetmeats, orgeat, lemonade, &c. to all who 
^required fuch a pleafant allay for a half-formed appetite. 

C 2 Over 
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Over the niche of the recefs, the family arms of the 
Barrys were emblazoned in full order. 

The tickets delivered for the different nights of per- 
formance in the week, were all marked with the day 
of the month* During the play, he took the tickets one 
evening at the dopr himfelf, muffled up in his great coat ; 
when a farmer brought an order for admiffion that wa5 
dated for the preceding entertainment: "This ticket 
" wont do, my honeft fellow," faid his Lordfhip ; " you 
** muft get another, or, I promife you, you fliall not get 
" admittance here." <* Noa,'- replied the other, " that '« 
*• more than I bargained for ; but, howfumdever, let me 
** tell you a peice of my moind. I got that there ticket 
*« from one of my Lord's farvants, to fee the fhow ; and 
*• if To be you dunna let me in, I'll tell James the foot- 
« man, and he fhall get you turn'd avay." " That's a 
*« ferious piece of information, indeed," faid my Lord ; 
« but fure ypu wont \>e fo cruel?" ** Come, come," 
faid the relenting ruftic, " you feem a good fort of a dc- 
"cent fortof mon, and I'll tell you vhat it is now; 
« if you'll be agreeable, vhy I'll be agreeable." " To 
" oblige you," rejoin'd the peer, «* I will be agreeable 
« for once in my life, at leaft." «« Then the Ihort of the 
« matter is this," continued the clown ; " Til gee a fliil- 

••ling 
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*^ ling to let me go in, and ve'll not fay nothing at all 
" no more about the matter/* The noble comedian ac- 
ceded to the propofal, and honeft Hodge took his feat 
quietly in the theatre. Lord Barrymore told this ad- 
venture, with much glee, in tjie green room, at the fame 
time afking if he was not liable to be carried before Mr. 
Juftice Chafe, of Reading, for taking money at "his booth 
without a licence from the county magiftrates ! When 
the fturdy hind was told afterwards, that it was Lord 
Barrymore whom he had treated fo cavalierly, he an- 
fwered, with the true fpirit of an Englifli yeoman, 
"Veil, an he be a Lord, vhat c^re I; Ts Mr. Ne- 
" ville's tenant, and pays my rent vhen it is due, and 
" cares notliing for nobody. Odds rabbit it, un he 
«• vanted to be treated like a gemman, vhy did n't he 
** tell me he vas a gemman ?" 

At the conclufion t)f the play. Lord Barrymore and 
I have frequently difguifed ourfelves, and followed th6 • 
country people out of the village, to liften to their ex- 
traprdinary remarks upon the merits and demerits of 
the' performers ; and if any thing particularly objec^ 
tionable was uttered, the parties always heard it at fup- 
per, with all the innoxious exaggerations which Plea« 
fantry could create, to keep up the biill of conviviality.

Previous 
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Previous to a complete and general reprefentation 
of a new performance, we had a drejftd rekearfal; to 
which all the inferior people were admitted, fuch.as 
feryant maids, dairy wenches, Ihepherds, plough-boys, 
&c. The auditory on fuch nights had a Angular apr 
pearance : all the rows of the pit were filled with red 
cloaks and fmock frocks^ in chequered order; they 
looked like 'red and white cabb3ges arranged in Co- 
vent Garden market. It formed no inconfiderable part 
of our amufement to liften from the {ide boxes to the 
remarks of thofe idealefs, inane animals. — During the 
rehearfal of Blue Beard, they expreffed,'by the diften- 
tion of their mouths, every emotion of amazement; 
when Blue Beard was attempting to murder Zelica, I 
heard a general murmur of horror : " 1*11 be dom'd, 
"Margery," faid a talkative clown, «* if that han't Del- 
" PINI." " Is it," exclaimed the tremulous nymph, 
" vat a willin !" When I, who had the honor of playing 
the Devil on that occafion, afcended through the ftag« 
trap, there was an inftantaneous fhriek in a hundred 
diflFerent keys ; the greater part realized the deception j 
they thought it was a peep into Tartarus^ and blefled 
themfelves in a cold perfpiratlon. When I threw off 
my diabolical trappings, and returned to the bpxes, they 
were holding a confultation as to the tendency of the 

charaQer 
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thafaftei- which Mr. Richards filled t to remove their 
doubts, as i found they could not difcover his miflion, 
I told th6m it was the genius of the country, who came 
to proteft Zelica. " He is woundy queerly dreft;" re- 
joined a fellow, " may I never go to Sunning again, 
*• if he has gotten any flioes on." " Are you furprifed 
*• at that you egregious blockhead/' faid a gentleman, 
" to find a genius without a flioe to his foot." 

As there was no auierge, caravanfara^ ox hot^l in 
the village, furniflied with a decent bed, all the vifitors 
\o the family, which frequently amounted to twenty, 
were obliged to fleep together in two fmall rooms, un« 
barred, unbolted, and unlocked; diftinguiflied by the 
names of the upper and lower barracks. The time al- 
lotted for repofe, was generally from five o'clock in the 
morning, until noon ; and if any ill-ftarred varlet pre- 
fumed to fleal away from the midnight caroufal, before 
the common fignal for departure, his bands of fleep 
were burft afunder, by a Dutch dirge, an incantation to 
Hecate, or a reeking facrifice in the tripod of his cham- 
ber, not highly agreeable to the olfaSory nerves of the 
recreant bacchanal !— When the theatre was finiflied, 
each had his peculiar hammock inviolable. 

When the fcafon and the fun-beams authorized the 
proceeding, we had an aquatic fttt^ and dined on fome 

D ifland 
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ifland between Henley and Readings and fo inebriate 
were the majority of the mimic crew, that had not the 
venerable Thames been aufpicious to the feftival, half 
the aflemblage would have been ing^lphed amid his 
mud. 

The moft feleft, brilliant, and fatisfaSory parties 
were held in Blake's Wood^ near Wargrave^ where we 
dined in a tent, and^drefTed our food like the antique 
hunters, often on the |jpot where it had been deflroyed; 
—we had fecret places marked upon the fod where the 
wine was buried beneath the turf, and dug up as occa- 
lion urged; — with fong, catch and glee, we alarmed 
the feathere^d tenants of the grove, and met the gloomy 
advances of night, 

** With tipfy dance and jollity." 

At fome of thefe voluptuous orgies, Anacreon might . 
have fat at the feftive board without difguft. 

His companiable points had figular feduflion : he 
was not, in many of his prominent traits, diflimilar to 
Lord Rochester, and the Duke of Wharton, 
though he uttered nOt the blafphemies of the firft noble- 
man, or pra£lifed the vulgarities of the other ; — he was 
gay but not abfurd, and witty but not uncharitable : he 
kad more of what I Ihall denominate as intuitive merits 

than 
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than any man I ever furveyed : he was a poet, a painter, 
and a muflcian, without having waded through the ac- 
cuftomed preparatory ordeal 1 

He carried his paflion for the drama to the very 
threOioId of indifcretion ; and was literally a common 
proteftor to the ftage in general. He frequently per- 
formed himfelf, and very ably, in fuch characters as 
Scrub, Hob, Bobadil^dind Gngcry Gubbins. His play- 
houfe at War^rave, WiHich he was perfuaded, to have 
pulled down lad fummer, had coll him ^upwards ^f fixty 
thoufand pounds; it was univerfally allowed to be the 
moil fpjendid private theatre in the kingdom ! — ^his 
dramatic eftablifliment was proverbially fuperb, and is 
fuppofed to have been the caufe of feveral hundred 
thoufand pounds having been expended in the vicinity 
of that temple of .enchantment ! The various mimic en- 
tertainments given there by the noble hoft (excepting 
mafqi^erades) were as follows :

The chit-chat of his table was uncommonly pleafant } 
I have heard as many witticifms uttered there, around 
the bottle, as I ever did in any other company, though I 
/have been intimate with the moft brilliant perfonages 
that have exifted for the laft twenty years ; each was 
ready with his jcu (T efprit^ and tbofe often created moft 
merriment that were leaft meritorious} there was juft 
enough of ceremony obferved to make us fearlefs of in- 
fult, yet not enough to aft cdercively on the fportivenefs 
of the imagination ; every gentleman made free with his 
neighbour to a certain degree, and each confidered good 

humor 
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humor as the watch-word of Feftivity ; the extent of al- 
pioft every inmate's capacity was meafured on fome 
fudden occafion, as it was a part of Lord Barrymore's 
chara6lcr to be inftantaneous in his refolutions, and make 
a public demand for a general trial of ikill, when the 
parties required to perform were leaft fufpicious of any 
fimilar intention. 

He had fitted up apartments at his houfe at Wargrave 
in a very handfome manner, which were to have been 
appropriated for my ufe, as it was his intention to have 
pafled a great part of his time there in writing, painting, 
&c.; we were to have publifhed a periodical paper from 
thence, in imitation of the Spe£lator, and had made fome 
progrefs in a comedy, which was to have been finifhed 
conjointly ; he was to have made the play, and I was to 
have written the dialogue ; to thofe who are not ac- 
quainted with the purfuits of Dramatifts, this may appear 
as a diftinftion without a difference, but to thofe who 
are, it is ftriflly proper — the late Doftor Goldfmith told 
Mr. Quick, the Comedian, when difcourfing upon his 
play of She Stoops to Conquer, that there was a difcou- 
raging truth between Mr. Murphy and him : " My 
«• friends," faid the DoSor, " will flatter me into the 
f« idea, that I am a good play writer/ but they fliall never 

«* perfuade 
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" perfuade me, that I am a good play maker ; now Mur- 

** phy is, unqueftlonably, a good play maker, but at the 

«« fame time I will not be underftood as meaning that 

" he is not a good play writer alfo." 

Lord Banymore's tafte for the bdUUttres was known 

to all who knew him, but his tafte for the arts was not 

fo frequently confpicuous ; I will affirm, that no difciple 

of any artift ev^r promifed to do more by the fpeci- 

men of his rare talent : he and I painted his arms, creft, 

« 
motto, and a variety of comical devices, upon that part 

of the harnefs which covers the foreheads of the horfes. 
1 would not have given myfelf fo much trouble for 
any other gentleman for one hundred guineas ; yet it 
is probable they may now be fold to fome indifcrimi- 
nating booby, or ftable keeper, who will carelefsly 
deface our labours with as little ceremony as he would 
the decalogue, if infcribed in characters he could not 
comprehend. 

I did not think him a keen fportfman, he was too im- 
patient of gratification in all his movements, to excel in 
thofe where fatigue and patience are equally required to 
enfure fuccefs: — he was a bold rider, but not a uni- 
formly bold hunter; he has fometimes retreated from 
jcaps, which his aflbciates have made. I have feen him 

plunge 
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plunge with his horfe into the Thames, and fwim to 
the other fide ; and a few days after hefitate to fly over 
a fmall hedge ! 

On the demife of his grandmother, the late Countefs 
of Harrington, a whimfical, though ferious inci- 
dent occurred at Eton fchool, the head matter of which 
was particularly requefted to break out the difagree- 
able news of the lady's death to her grandfon, as ten- 
derly and progreflively as poffible : — the method adopted 
by the learned principal was fingular and appropriate : 
he called Lord Barrymore to him in the fchool- 
room, with an air of fevere authority, and after quef- 
tioning him upon the articles of his ftudy, defired him 
to conftrue a part of Virgil, at the conclufion of which, 
he rejoined abru|)tly, "Your grandmother's ill, my 
" Lord !" — then made his pupil proceed with another 
paffage, at the end of which he muttered, in a lower 
key, •• She is very ill, my Lord !" " I am extremely 
•• forry to hear that, DoBor;" replied the noble Tyro, 
and read another part of his author, when the claffic 
chief interrupted him, by a dclaration, . that fhe was 
dying, " Dying!" exclaimed the aftoniOied boy, 
" Come, come, (he is dead," concluded the matter. 
" now you know the worft, go to your place, my Lord. 
" and make the beft of an irretrievable misfortune." 

As 
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As a Britifli fubjeft, he felt as a Briton ihould : in 
the prefent confIi£l of political opinions, he was appre« 
henfive of the over-flretched violences of either party : 
he was firmly attached to freedom, but dreaded the ef- 
fefts of licentioufnefs : he thought with every wife and 
good man in the realm, that without a due regard for 
the interefts of fubordination, we fliould become favage, 
niiferable, and untraftable — his great fentiment was, that 
liberty, correfled by reafon, fliould be the governing 
principle of mankind — his vifion was fatigued with 
dwelling upon the features of Inconftancy — he began 
to fee, what all will know, that Vice is neither beautiful 
or blifsful : — he found, like Socrates, that a fmall man- 
fion will contain thofe whom a thinking man can efteem : 
he had no conviflion of univerfal admiration being 
neceflary to individual felicity^— he aimed to reach hap- 
pinefs by the fliorteft road, and occafionally walked over 
his neighbour's field when, in ftrift juftice, he fliould 
have journeyed in the common path. 

When we were ferioufly difcourfing, a few months 
fince, at Salt Hill, he afked me if I did not think it ex- 
traordinary, that aflors were not more unequivocally 
admitted to the privileges of gentlemen, efpecially as it 
was imagined by the moft critical individuals, that it 
required a greater portion of combined merit to excel 

upon 
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upon the ftage, than in any other profeffional depart- 
ment of life ?•:— Had he not been a nobleman, and con- 
fequently excluded from embracing any profeffion, con- 
ne£led with vulgar refponfibility, I think his genius 
would have propelled him to have affumed the fock, and 
perfonify the clowns and wags of Thalia. — He was 
accuftomed to fpeak with rapture of the unembarraffed 
elegance of Mrs. Abington, and the bewitching graces 
of Mrs. Jordan*. — He had a great perfonal friendfliip 
for the elder and the younger Bannifter, Mr. John- 
ftone, Mr. Incledon, Mr. Williames, Mr. Munden, 



* Ther^ has been evidently an ungenerous and aftive confederacy 
of potent perfons lately to reduce, if not deftroy, the profeffional 
reputation of Mrs. Jordan ; if it proceeds &om any ladies belohg- 
ing to the Theatre, I have only to obfcrve, that I regret their ab- 
horrence of an inimitable rival fliould drive them to fuch extre- 
mities of meannefs ; if it proceeds from any man or men, I fhould 
confider him or them as particularly debafed by fuch unworthy aro- 
ceedings. I (hould not, perhaps, have been fo particular in my ex- 
preilions of difguft and contempt, at tbefe upprelfive meafures, if the 
parties concerned had not endeavored to make me an accomplice in 
the mifchief, by fending fome malignant paragraphs, -with feversOi 
guineas inclofed, for the purpofe of defaming and cruihing Mrs. Jor- 
dan : but I tore the M. S. -with indignation ; and the perfons inte- 
refled may have their intended bribe returned, by producing the ini- 
tials affixed to the inclofing note, at my lodgings. — Yet why ihould 
I attempt to be energetic on a ful^e£t, to which the public feem 
wholly indifferent ?— They have witneffed the banifhment of ati 
Abington with unconcern, and would the expulfion of a Jorda^t 
aiid a BiLLiNGTON. The public appetite for theatricals is de- 
praved, and digefts oaten bread with content, while there is wheatea 
flour to be jprocured in the market ! ! ! 

F and 
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and Mn Edwin, the laft of whom he particularly no- 
ticed and prote£led, for his filial piety, and dutiful gene- 
tofity towards his mother, when fhe became widowed 
and unhappy. 

In his commerce and deportment, among the more 
pure orders of the female world, he did not feem, as he 
ufed to f^rafe it liimfelf, completely ai home! all he 
had read and obferved, taught him to know, that young 
men are moft critically fituated, with regard to reputa- 
tion, when furrounded with the tittering Spinfter and 
the experienced Matron ! — the playfulnefs of freedom 
will give oflFence to the graver half, and yet not to be 
wantonly free, will engender ridicule in the reft : from 
this unpleafant entanglement of propriety and impro^ 
priety, he too frequently hurried to thofe Cyprian tem- 
ples, wfac^-e all language and manner is J4idged by the 
fimple infiitutes of nature. 

He appeared more folicitous about living merrily, 
than living long : — he exclaimed with the Lyrifi, 

' Happy ^s the man, and liappy he alone. 
He who can call to-day his o-wn: 
-He "Who fccurc within hinifclf can fay, 
To-^morrow do thy worft, for I have livM to-ddy : 
Be fair or foul, or rain or fhine, 
tfie joys I have poffefs'd, in fpite of Fate, arc mine: 
Not Heayen.it felf upon the pad has power. 
But what has been, has b^en» and I have had my hour. 

Good 
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Good Humor had not a more firm adherent in being; 
his fuavity, like beauty, bore the moft powerful rccom. 
mendation of the objeft pofieffing it ! he diflFufed gaiety 
around him wherever he came, and chafed Melancholy 
from the focial field ; he held it as an axiom, that a dif. 
pofition to pjeafe your neighbour is the beft fuftcnance 
for the nobler virtues : to be a hypocrite, was with him 
to be abominable : as Sallujl faid of Cato^ «« he was 
** more anxious to be good, than to appear fo." There 
is not a tablet in my memory that is not impreifed with 
the femblance of fome kindnefs he has done me ! and if 
ever I forget him (to quote myfelf, not Lord Thur- 
Low) may Heaven forget me. 

As appearances are fo indubitably concurrent to the 
maintenance of vulgar eftimation, it frequently made me 
regret when he facrificed the accuftomed modes annexed 
to peculiar fituations of reciprocity, under the con- 
fcioufnefs of his deferving well from all. While the 
knavifh and the mean can glide fmoothiy along the in- 
terfering paths of life by the mere aid of a placid 
vifage and formal expreflion, the impaflioned ofisprihg 
of Honor' (hall have their intentions queftioned, and 
their movements decried; as they have not conde- 
fcended to be precifely marflialled in their a£tions by the 
iJifiates of Hypocrify — as it appears, from the common 

F 2 ifliie 
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iffue of circumfiances, that we muft either deceive or be 
deceived, the wily and the fallacious will ever be more 
temporally fuccefsful than the undefigning and the di- 
reft ! Half the evils of our fyftem are dependant upon 
our difregard of contingencies; and by this impolitic 
neglefl: he was too often rendered uncomfortable, if 
not unhappy. The publicity of his movements, like 
the Sun, gave to all the power of knowing when a cloud 
reduced his emanation. 

He rather fmiled at the aims of a politician, than 
wifhed to become one himfelf by ardent praftice ; the 
difputes that agitate the world were with him almoft ir- 
relative to his peace, his hope, or his ambition. When 
he read Machiavd, Montefquieu^ Locke, Sydney, or Smithy 
it was rather with a view to proteft himfelf from the 
impofitions of Prejudice, than to become a principal in 
the fenatorial war ! — I never heard him make but one 
declaration of a propofed duty he meant to fulfil in Par- 
liament ; and tnat was, to give his vote and fpeak in 
favor of Mr. Hastings, whenever that vote and 
argument could contribute to his enfranchifement or 
confolation ; as he believed him, from an attentive re- 
trofpe£l of events, to be the moft aggrieved man in 
exiflence. 

His munificence was ruinous ; the treafury of Crajiis 

would 
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would not have been equal to the completion of his 
ideas: but it was the effufion of a noble fpirit, that 
panted to do more than man, with only mortal means. 
Good fenfe was fo mingled with his errors, that half 
their defprmities were obliterated to the mental vifion 
of an obferver. During the Afcot Heath races in 1791, 
he prepared two banquets for the Prince of Wales, 
which coft him feventeen hundred guineas, but his 
Royal Highnefs was not a partaker of either; to the 
firft came only Lord Barrymore and Mr. Franco; 
to the other. Lord Falkland and myfelf ! When he 
firft went to Eton fchool, he carried One thoufand pounds 
in his pockety this mesifure was the unqualified and weak 
indulgence of a too fond grandmother, and probably 
created thofe extravagant wiOies which were ultimately 
fo detrimental to his fortune. 

Had he bequeathed me any legacy (which I am 
confident he would, had not his power of thought and 
9£lion been fo miferably abridged) my commendations 
of his 'principles and manners fhould have been more 
limited ; but I afluredly may indite every thing confift- 
ent with truth now, without incurring the imputation of 
lauding from any unworthy motive. Among the ma- 
lignant many who would be happy to ftigmatize fuperior 
beings, there are thofe who wifli even to infult the afhes 

of 
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of ray departed friend: but to pafs through exiftencc 
without having a malevolent mob eager to mifreprefent 
your purfuits, and vilify your integrity, is to pafs through 
exiftencc without any prominent feature of greatnefs, or 
determination as to what you will admit as good, and 
what as evil. 

The inconveniencies which Lord Barrymore too fret 
quently felt, arofe, principally, from his having been 
ufliered into life too foon — ere the judgment was fuffi- 
ciently powerful to take proper cognizance of his ac- 
tion : but faults committed at fuch a period are to be 
compenfated for by Time — the midway follies of youth 
fliould be infcribed with perifhaDle matter, and men- 
tioned with an accompanying fentiment of charity. I 
have often heard, and in fome fort believe, that the worft 
old men have been thofe who were unremittingly dif- 
creet in their youth : if juvenility refufes the paflions 
fair play, the nature of the man will feldom be accor- 
diant with generofity. He never entered into any fcene 
of party-coloured fociet^, a^ many do, predifpofed to 
be-miferable, but predetermined to be happy. Our 
, leading propenGties are natal, and almofl: as difEcult-to 
be refitted as the enjoyment of our fenfes. 

I have not known any great or publicly-marked cha- 
rafler who could defcend to the cold manfions of the 

grave 
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grave without having his mofl; eftiinable points doubted, 
and his attributes roifplaced and perverted, by the cun- 
ning, though baneful efforts of Envy ; they have all had 
their partial admirers, and their partial defamers — been 
loved, pitied, honored, defpifed, and mourned! I be- 
lieve, if a man were to fhut himfelf up from the'pecry 
eye of Obferv2^tion in an inacceflible mountain, that if 
his name fhould become the theme of focial enquiry, 
there are many who would loquacioufly give his hiftory, 
though they never had ^his acquaintance ; and that the 
bulk of mankind would eagerly give currency to a chain 
of falflioods that were fabricated by Officioufncfs, and 
indorfed by Slander. 

The firft Friday in every month a jocund party met 
him at the Rofe Inn in Oakingham ; this meeting waS 
called, * The Forefi Catch Club,' and was produftive of 
much harmony and conviviality, to both of which he con- 
tributed in an eminent degree. Nearly every bon vivatU 
in the metropolis, the vocal performers of the - theatres, 
and the gentlemen of the town and neighbourhood, were 
members of this affociation. 

About eighteen months fince he gave a confiderable 
fum of money to build a room at Readings for the pur- 
pofe of debating upon a pre-mentioned fubje£l ; where 

a numerous 
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a numerous company met every Monday evening : the 
principal fpeakers were. Lord Barrymore, Mr. Annef- 
ley, Mr. Finch, Mr. Fawkes, &c. At fome of thefc 
trials of oratorical ikill, I have heard him as logically 
demohftrative as any of the veteran fenators in the fe* 
cond and third ellates of the realm. 

He paffed every fummer at Brighthelmflone, in com- 
pany with the Prince, the Duke of York, Duke and 
Duchefs De Pienne, Mrs. Fitzherbert, &c. where he 
was the fprightly genius of the place ; his prefence gave 
fpirit to all parties, and his coverfation made the apa- 
thized attentive. In 1791 he became enamoured with 
Mifs PoNSONBY, an enviable beauty, nearly allied to 
the houfes of Devonfhire and Befborough : to this lady 
he paid the moil fcrupulous and delicate attention, and 
it was the general rumor that Hymen would make an 
illuftrious additioa to his votaries, by this intercourfe : — 
I have reafon to believe that Lord Barry more was not 
wholly indifferent in the eyes of his peerlefs miflrefs, 
but the ailair was unluckily broke off, perhaps, in con* 
fequence of a parental invefligation of the pecuniary 
circum&ances of the impalTioned nobleman, which, it 
mull be confeffed, were at that epoch in fuch a deranged 
llate, as made it very difficult to reduce them to either 
certainty or order. 

A few 
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A few days previous to his extinftion, Mr. Powney, 
lieutenant colonel of the Berkfliire militia, informed his 
Majefty, that he had not a better officer in his regiment 
than Lord Barrymore; which information pleafed 
the King fo much, that he dejclared he would feize the 
firft opportunity of promoting him ! — ^his merit was very 
unreflrifted ; he met the exigencies of the moment with 
a promptitude and adequatenefs that has frequently allo- 
nilhed me : — ^no man has been treated with more afperity 
and illiberality in the diurnal prints th^an himfelf, but he 
conftantly fmiled at the inceifant vindiflivenefs of his 
little enemies, who became more bold, coarfe, and into- 
lerable, in proportion as he was nobly paflive and un« 
heeding ! — He did fo much in honor of a certain per- 
fonage, that had he not flopped fhort in his career, I fear 
the con(equence would have debafed himfelf. Befides, 
it did not appear to me, (hat the augufl objeft of his de* 
votion, had a clear and full fenfe of all the young and 
fpirited Macenas intended ! and to do a faVor, and not 
have it well underflood, is fomewhat mortifying to an 
obliging fpirit : but the confpicuous gentleman was then 
fuppofed to be unaccountably entangled and floundering 
in the net of a lovely Bacchante^ more noticeable for the 
captivation of her fong, than the continence of her fen- 
timent. 

G The 
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Thefl//ttr^j-of felf-eftimation, fo commonly hurtful 
to young men in general, never debauched his thought ; 
he did not even appear to thtni himfelf entitled to com- 
mendation ! — our intimacy commenced by his requiring 
me to furnifli him with poetry and colloquy for his va- 
ried amufements; but I found him fo eftimable and 
miftaken, that I rejefted every attempt on his part, to 
give me a pecuniary reward, that I might the more ef- 
feSually fulfil the charaQer of his monitor, which I 
firmly exercifed whenever I difcovered hii|i inclined to 
ena6l what I imagined would be injurious to his dig- 
nity: — on one of thefe occafions, I rebuked fo freely 
fome mifcreant fycophants who were impelling him to 
infult a worthy clergyman' and his family, that I laid the 
foundation of one of the mod defperate and foul con- 
fpiracies that ever was formed to affaflinate a lame man ; 
but when I pinned the principal down to a ferious trial 
of his manhood, his cowardice was equal to bis cruelty ; 
I chalUnged^ pqfted, and dijhonorti him \ — the meaner 
but more perfidious ruffians aiding in this inhuman af- 
fray, have eluded juftice, as by this violent and decifive 
meafure I had offended againft thofe laws which a wifer 
man would have reforted to in the firft inflance, for an 
ample and complete redrefs. 



In 
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,In the various rencounters in which I have been en- 
gaged, from my virtue and my intemperance (and I 
have had ray fliare) I have never been fo dangeroufly 
purfued and environed, as by thofe ungenerous and un- 
manly reptiles, who became my implacable foes, in con* 
fcquence of my fleady oppofition to their dirty and 
degrading labour to feed his improprieties, that they 
might, through that medium, make an inroad in his 
purfe^ His conne£lion with Mrs. H- s, was fug* 

gefted, negociated, and fettled by Mr. — , for which 

very reputable fervice he received fifty guineas; — the 
lady had eight hundred : — to prevent unneceffary trou* 
ble, the arrangements were thus made by the officious 
Mercury, and duly obferved by the parties; the lady 
was to be driving her phaeton on the Hammerfmith 
road, at a particular hour, when Lord Barrymore was 
to ride up, fay fome civil things, and intreat the honor 
of driving her to the place of deftination. This anec- 
dote Lord Barrymore indignantly and warmly told me, 
in the prefence of feveral genUe^aen, in confequence 
of the ignoble wretch alluded to, having had the folly and 
audacity to requeft, that my name might be erafed from 
the Claret Club, becaufe he felt that I conftantly treat^cj 
him with fupreme fcorn.

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A very appofite inftance of his quicknefs of concep- 
tion and epigrammatic powers, happened a few meetings 
fince at Newmarket: he had made a confiderable en- 
gagement with the Duke of Bedford, the conditions of 
which were, that a horfe belonging to another gentle- 
man fliould be matched with one belonging to the 
Duke, and run the next (day: but in this proceeding. 
Lord Barrymore had reckoned without his hoft, for on 
communicating the bufinefs to the third perfon, he re- 
fufed his aflent to the meafure ; as it was a play or pay 
match, Lord Barrymore was preparing in the Jockey 
Club to difcharge the obligation, when the Duke very 
good-naturedly propofed, that if Lord Barrymore would 
make a fong upon his unaccommodating aflbciate, the 
firft letter of each line comprehending the name of the 
party, with the annexed term of efquire, and the place 
of his abode in town, he would let .him off from the 
obligation of payment : — Lord Barrymore immediately 
acceded to the propofal, wrote the fong required, and 
fung it before the Club, who heard it with rapture and 
applaufe. — I regret, that from confiderations of delicacy 
towards the gentleman in queftion, I am prevented from 
inferting this poignant compofition, as it would not only 
do honor to my departed friend, but afford general plea- 
fure from its numerous witty and well-managed points.

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It was a remarkable declaration made by Saint Evre- 
mondy " That the laft fighs of a pretty woman, were 
" more for the lofs of her beauty than her life." — And 
had Lord Barrymore been fenfible at the moment, 
previous to his pafling that bourn from whence no 
traveller returns, I am certain, that his laft fighs would 
have been more for not having matured his reputation, 
than for the forfeiture of his being ! — to fpeak tnily, he 
was too fond of procraftination ; and though aftivity 
was his primary charaSeriftic, yet that aftivity was dif- 
played more in the whim of the moment, than the im- 
portant demands which the underftanding fhould make 
upon the minor faculties. 

He always appeared to me, in principle, as a moft 
honorable man, but never more than by his uniform 
refiftance to the verbal degradation of the abfent or the 
unfortunate: [his large heart would fwell with anger, 
when he perceived the fubtleties of rcfentment tending 

to the depreflion of the defencelefs- he well under- 

ftood that the reputation of the beft might be injured 
by the machinations of the worft, and confequently drew 
an inference, in which the evidence of ill-nature was 
foftened by the intervening delicacy of his own difpo- 
fition. His forbearance, where he had the powers of 
punifliment, always pleafed me : — the larger portion of 

human 
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fayman nature afFeft to be furprifed that puiffant men are 
tyrajpts ; for my part I am always furprifed when fuch 
men are not fo, yet not from any love of defpotifra, 
but becaufe I know our infirmities and aptitudes impel 
usj almoft irrefifiiblyj to be what we (hould not, and 
take advantage of every., inci4ent to eftablifl) a confeffed 
fuperiority. 

It W4S a celebrated axiom with an antient prince, 
, that, we have two fouls, one leading us to vice, and the 
other to purity: — there are many living now who do 
not entirely reje£l the Roficrufian fyften?, and believe 
that we are forced into a3ion by the adminiflration of 
a fupernatural ^nd intermediate minift^r! — it requires 
fome faith of this tendency to reconcile the variety of 
habitudes that con ilitute the human chara£ler, but more 
efpecially as it appears fubtly incongruous in artificial 
life. — ^Yet I only admit thefe curvettings of thought, a^ 
the ramifications or diminutive branches pf principle, as 
the root itfdf is fieady and immutable^ Virtue, like 
the temperature of the blood, is equally propelling, in- 
vigorating and' warm, in the frigid and the torrid zone. 
— Lord Barrymore has frequently exhibited all the 
imbecilities of youtlj in the morning, and all the good*- 
nefs of a reflefting ' fage in the evenings with this im- 
political variation^ that the rude, million could gaze 

upon 
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upon his improprieties, as they were ufually committed 
in the blaze of day, but could not take cognizance of 
his deeds of pitying fympathy, as he hid them moft 
cunningly from the general eye. — In his very boyiih 
days, he had received fome kindneffes, at Wargrave, 
from a brave, learned, weather-beaten old foldier, Gap- 
tain JosiAS Tayler ; feveral years had elapfed fince 
the litde attentions had been enabled (but they were 
properly felt and properly remembered) when he un- 
derilood that this Belifarius of the village, had been 
arrefled for debt, torn from his numerous family, and 
confined in the King's Bench Prifon : the unwelcome 
news touched the benevolent chord of his heart like 
eledricity; he flew to the prifon, and made an imme* 
diate tender of his pocket-book, to liquidate the debt, 
and rtfiorebtm to his wife and children; a propofai 
which Captain Tayler gratefully rejefted.as the fuit 
was oppreflive and unjuft. Though Lord Barry- 
more was baffled in this generous effort, he contrived, 
with becoming delicacy, to make fuch an arrangement 
as rendered the captive gentleman's fituation lefs in- 
convenient -and Jefs affli£live ! 

He feemed naturally inclined to the pcrufal of ro- 
mances, and I believe he read the Arabian Nights £n- 
certainmenu and Lts Omits dt Boccaci, oftener than any 

other 
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Other publication. He has affirmed to me, that if hii 
religious prejudices had been confonant with the church 
of Rome, he Would have paid for mafles having been 
faid to tranquilize the fpirits of thofe defunft authors 
whofe works had made the living happy. /This was the 
fentiment of a compreherifive and illuftrious mind, indi- 
reftly oppofing the ridiculoufnefs of ftionkifh cuftoros, 
but maintaining the eflence pf remunerative gratitude. 

Del^ini told us a Venetian ftory, which he afferted 
to be literally true, and which Lord Barrymore meant 
partially to introduce in a pantomime — -the events were 
thefe : in the neighbour^iood of St. Mark*s there refided 
a paftry-cook, who became very rich in confequence of 
felling fmall meat pies, the flavor and zeO. of which 
were uncomrtionly gratifying; they were fought for fo^ 
eagerly through the republic, that the man could nqt 
find materials to make a number adequate to the general 
demand. Various were the conjeftures as to the con- 
tents of thofe pies ; fome thought they were veal, fome 
ortolans, and others imagined there might be a mixture 
of both; every baker endeavoured to make fimilar 
luxuries, but all failed. During the progrefs of this 
man's culinary fame, it was obferved, that many childrer^ 
had been loft in the city; it was a matter, at laft, of 
public confternation ; the police did all they could to 

difcovcr 
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difcover^ their retreat, but in vain, and the flreets were 
crouded with bewailing mothers. At length it pleafed . 
Heaven tp unravel the myfterious evil. One of thefe 
pies being- opened at the table of a fenator, the joint of 
a child's finger was found amidft the paltry. This dif- 
covery created a common horror; and the idea inflantly 
oc<:urred, that the baker was the monfier who had en-r 
trapped and deftroyed the miffing infants : a party of 
foldiers were immediately ordered to examine the pre- 
mifes, when, after a lon^ fearch by torch-light, they 
could .find no other proof to juftify the ptefupied guilt, 
and were on the eve qf departure ; when fuddenly one 
of their party disappeared and they could not find where, 
until they feized the baker by the throat, and threatened 
him with inflant death if he did not fliew them where 
their companion was enveloped ; the wretch complied, 
and led them to a Hiding trap-door, which covered a 
deep and gloomy vault, upon which he had heedlefsly 
flepped, and been fwallowed up; they defcended by 
means of a bucket, and found the foldier, ftretched upon 
the bodies of various dead children, recently mafTacred. 
Upon this unerring teflimony of the diabolifm, favage- 
nefs, and (enormity of the cook and his family, the fenate 
ordered the doors and windows of the houfe to be 
chained and barred, and furrdunded with thq army; 

H wh^ 
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who joyfully fet fire to the building, which, with all in 
it, was confumed to the ground, and an obelifk raifed 
upon the aihes, fignificant of the atrocity and the con- 
flagration. 

Lord Barrymore had fome fecret enemy or ene- 
mies, who have been moft aftively malignant even fince 
his powers of oflFending Infignificance have been arretted 
by the chilly minions of Death ! they would (if they 
could] have purfued him to the tomb, and fhamefully 
infulted thofe atoms, which in a ftate of a£lion, never 
permitted an infult to be perpetrated without a confe- 
quent repellant : the method they adopted was, by fabri* 
eating falfe and obnoxious paragraphs^ and fending them 
to the newf-papers anonymouOy, accompanied with a 
confiderable douceur: but the moft virulent articles have 
been kindly fent to me, and the vipers have been biting 
a file : they were fo licentious in tendency, that had any 
been incautioufly inferted, it would have fubjeSed the 
printer to a heavy and painful retribution. — He might 
have replied to his calumniators like the Grecian cynic : 
Diogenes was accufed by fome worthlefs fellows of 
having been originally a coiner of baJTe money, to which 
infolent ficcufation he made the following dignified reply 
— •• It is poffible for me to have been what you are, but 
** you can never be what I am."

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HIS MONEY CONCERNS. 



The periodical publications have teemed with parch 
:gcaphsy aflerting, that large aflurances were made upcHi 
the life of Lord Barrymore, and that three years 
Cnce thofe books of the funds were clofed with refpeS: 
to him : the unvarnifhed fa£l is, that at the time of 
liis Lordfhip's death, no infurance was made at. any 
public office, or with any priv^ under-writer, for any 
fum of money, ualefs it was fomething very inconfidei^ 
able indeed; for I fpeak from indifputable authority, 
that the annuities which had been granted by Lord 
Barrymore were all paid off previous to his death* 
His annuities amounted to about two thoiifand pounds 
per year; Lord Fielding and Mr. Huqh White 
were his fecurities for two hundred pounds annually ; 
Lord Barrymore paid that off about five monthi 
iince. Mr. Davis paid fix thoufand pounds to Mr» 
SiMMONDS, in difcharge of an annuity of one thou- 
fand a year, at the fame period* Mr. Bullock paid 
off an annuity of two hundred and fifty pounds to Mr* 
Watts ; and Mr. Collins, in the lame month, dif* 
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charged an annuity of two hundred and fifty pounds 
granted to Mrs. Roffey. Thefe are the whole of 
the annuities ever granted by Lord Barry more, and 
being all liquidated, the policies were, confequently, 
cancelled. His Lordfliip had rarfed, previous to his 
death, one hundred and thirty thoufand pounds, by way 
of mortgage, for the purpofe of difcharging all fpecial 
debts; and the principal part of the unfatisfied credi- 
tors had taken fecurities upon the equity of redemption 
of his Lordfhip's eftate, payable, with five per cent, in- 
tereft, at the expiration of ten years. To this fecurity 
every fair creditor might accede; and the majority 
Tcadily affented to the meafure, and with very great 
juflice to themfelves, as the fecurity is ample, and the 
letter of it will be duly fulfilled : perhaps, with lefs dif- 
cretion than generofity, his Lordfliip only looked at the 
fum total, and gave them in full whatever they charged, 
as a fort of compenfation for theif having waited beyond 
the allotted time of credit for their money. I will ven- 
ture to aflert with confidence, and I challenge any to 
difprove the aflertion, thsit very few men have ever 
quitted the world fo little in debt as Lord BarrV- 
MORE, whofe expences were fp unlimited; and it may be 
fome confolation to the unfatisfied claimants of the late 
Earl of Barrymore to know, that there is fufficient 

pcrfonal 
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pei:fonal property to anfwer the few demands that can be 
made. As this ftateraent is fair and undeniable, how 
contemptible, how villainous, how fatanic is it to load 
the charafter of this unfortunate, this excellent young 
nobleman, with opprobrium, and that opprobrium ereft- 
ed on a falfe bafis. But who can rellrain the dirty 
movements of Traduflion and Illiberality ? 

The readinefs with which he pardoned an injury was 
eminently expreffive of the tendernefs and philanthropy 
of his difpofition ; he fcarcely required any humiliation 
on the part of the offender: but the pleafure arlfing 
from the forgivenefs of another's weaknefs is one of 
thofe calm tranfports totally incomprehenCble to little 
minds, — A few years previous to Mr. Hume's death, 
a woman called repeatedly upon him, at his houfe in 
Edinburgh, and defired, with great earneftnefs, to be ad- 
mitted to his prefence. At length Mr. Hume com- 
plied with her requeft, when flie reproved him with 
great bittemefs for his afcribed infidelity, and gravely 
affured him, that he would inevitably be damned if he 
did not reform. Mr. Hume liftened with much pa- 
tience until fhe had finiflied her exhortation, and then 
enquired who (he was, and finding that her hufband kept 
a tallow-chandler's fhop, the good-humored philofopher 
told her, that in recompence for her kind intention, he 

would 
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^ould buy his -candles at her (hop during the remainder 
t)f his life, and then difmifled his female jreproven A 
man of kfler genius would have been apgry on fuch aa 
.occafion; but Mr. Hume, like Lord Barrymorb, 
was accuftomed to think of error with pity. 

At the laft general elecStion he fiood candidate to re- 
prefent the borough of Reading, in Berkfliire; and 
though his nomination took place but two days before 
the poll commenced, fo mucji was he efteemed and be- 
loved by the inhabitants, that he only loft the conteft 
by a very inconfiderable majority on the part of his 
opponent Mr. Neville, who had been their former 
member. This rauft be confidered as a great compli- 
ment to his perfonal worthincfs, when the refpeftability 
of his adverfary is taken into the fcale of thought. 

He was the beft gentleman coachman and jockey in 
the kingdom. I have beeh frequently conveyed by him, 
in his phaeton and four, over crofs roads in the coun- 
try, in the middle of the night, when it has beei;! fo 
ilark that we could fcarcely perceive the leaders; but 
fo great was my reliance on his fkill, that I was never 
apprehcnfive of any difagreeable accident ; nor was he^ 
though remarkably alarmed if driven faft in a hackney 
chaife by the poft-boys of an inn : he had been overfet 
in a common chaife in Wargrave, with Mn Harris 

and 
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and Mr. Taylor, who were much bruifed, and it did 
not appear from his confequent cautions, that the dif- 
eomfiture had been wholly obliterated from his recol* 
Ie£lion. 

When I firft had the honor of vifuing Lord Barry*- 
more, he feemed too much abforbed in the pitiful but 
calamitous fpecie$ of ambition, of

The magnificent blandifhments, graces, and fafcina* 
tion, V which have marked the fplendid career of the 
Prince of Wales, have made him the innocent 
caufe of much diftrefs to many.— Lord Barrymore was 
not wholly uninfefled by this imitative mania; but it 
fliould be confidered, that what may be proper for the 
heir apparent may not be neceffary for the fubjeQ.— 
I have heard that the Prince has adopted many feeming 
extravagances in the article of drefs, for the noble pur- 
pofe of promoting trade, which it would have been a 
fort of lunacy for many of his admirers to have literally 
copied. — I am fo difgufted with the phrafe of living in 
^Jiyl^i that I never hear it applied to any now, without in- 
fiantly concluding that the parties are wilfully fcudding 
into the embraces of private ruin or public fliame!— 

this 
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this intoxicating influence coll poor H e his life, 

and P e his reputation : and the great mifery 

annexed to the idea, arifes from the painful knowledge, 
that it infefls all degrees of fociety, from Grofvenor- 
fquare to Bevis Marks. — If we reconnoitre around us, 
how ludicrous, and how remote from common fenfe, 
are the purfuits of all ! 

This phrafe, though in common ufe among all ranks 
of people, is not generally underftood : as the various 
fituations of \ht Jlylijh, make, them differ materially in 
their various ways of obtainjpg local pre-eminence 
over their neighbours.

rout of a Countefs, where {he is exhibited as a quizt or 
broad-hut to the gigglers — in being pilfered of hundreds 
in an evening, by fome beggarly thieves of quality, and 
. even thinking herfelf honored by the depredation ! — in 
always being endured but never enjoyed — in burfting 
from the effluvia of train oil, fait cod, and oronooko, to 
a modern cabinet, decorated with the amours of Adonis^ 
and perfumed with Warren's beft odours — from the 
filthy floor of a dark counting houfe, to the preflure of a 
fupcrb carpet, woven in the looms of Turkey — in buy- 
ing Olympian dew to remove freckles — in going to 
the Italian Opera without either ears or underftanding — 
in talking loud at the Play-Houfe — and eating ice in 
July! 

The^aw^ Paphian believes, that doing things in 
JlyU^ is evinced by her being bedizened like a French 
doll, and beplumed like a bird of Paradife— ^in thinking 
all labor derogatory, though newly allured by Vice from 
a milliner's compter in Bond-Street — in taking her coffee 
at the Theatre in public, and her fupper at the Bedford :

Lord Barrymore fometimes hired a mail coack 
and horfes, and became the charioteer himfelf. I once 
faw a party fet off for Newmarket in the middle of 
the night; himfelf on the coach-box, Mr. Stone as 
the paffenger, and Mr. Harris as the guard, equip- 
ped with piftols, horn, and the other appendages ne- 
ceffary for fuch nodlurnal proteftors of national pro- 
. perty. 

While he remained at Rye with his part of the regi- 
snent, he was accufiomed to invite his brother officers. 
Lord Craven, Mr, Mqrris, Mr. Pye, &c, to a tea 

party 
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party and cards; and fo oeconomical was he become^ 
and fo determined in hi$ f efolutions of retrenching; that 
he feldom treated them with a more expenfive beverage 
than Holland's gin. and water : this was furely a great 
revolution in the defigns and habits of a man, who, but 
two years fince, fuffered his domeftics to drink Rhenifli^ 
and regale the bargemen paffing on the Thames with 
Burgundy : an obferver would then have imagined, that 
Silenus had been his Lordfliip's butler ! 

** StoPn from the wcll-fiird vault, the fparkling \v3ne 
** FlowM deep, and made the drunken pavement fhine. '* 

He taught me a particular language, which he affured 
me had been invented by the Duchefs of Bolton, 
who inftrufted him; its fingularity was effe£led by a 
lingular arrangement of one vowel and one confonant^ 
and by this means it was wholly unintelligible to any 
perfon not knowing the fecret: many perfons have? 
thought us talking nonfenfe, when we were really 
exchanging ideas often at the expence of thofe around 
us. 

He had the moft contemptuous opinion of thofe ar- 
rogant tremblers, who avoid fighting in defence of their 
honor, from felf-created ideas of fuperiority, and attempt 
to make their affumed dignity cover their pufillanimity. 

He 
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He had as much fpirit as any man breathing himlelf, 
yet would prevent thofe near him from fighting at all 
events. He told me a ftory of a friend of his own,* who 
went to vifit fome relatives in Ireland, but, previous to 
his departure had refolved, that no confideration what- 
ever Ihould induce him to fight a duel; and, though 
naturally irritable and irrafcible, he had, neverthelefSj 
determined to fupprefs, if poffible, every emotion and* 
flruggle of refentment. He arrived at Dublin in the 
evening, and went to the theatre in Smock Alley, where 
two beautiful Phrynes of the metropolis laid fiege to his 
affeQions, and being young and inflammable, and 

" Full of the Tulcan grape, and high in blood," 

he invited them both to fup with him at his hotel on 
College Green. The repaft, confifting of a fowl and 
cranberry tart, had been fcarcely placed upon the table, 
before the waiter informed him, that a jolman was be- 
low flairs, who called himfelf Captain Mackavanagb, 
and that he had fent up word, that the lady in the 
flowered tabbinet was a particular frind of his, and that 
he muft fend her down to him immadiately, or he muft 
meafure fwords with the parfon who had put fuch an ' 
affront upon his honor as to take away his pet and his 
dariing. •• The mcflTage is fomewhat extraordinary," 

K faid 
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faid the ftranger, " but if it mull be fo, it muft ; Ma-' 
" dam, I wifli you a good night, give me permiflion to 
" accompany you to the door; and in your abfence 
'< this lady and I mud confole ourfelves as well as we 
" can for the lofs of your agreeable fociety." Five mi- 
nutes had fcarcely elapfed before the waiter re-appeared,, 
and brought anotlier meOage from the Captain, fignify* 
.ing, that the lady below flairs was miferable without her 
companion, Mifs Lucy, and that Ihe muft come to her 
in no time. The ftranger was \txy much nettled at 
this abrupt and unexpe£led fummons, which he at firft 
would not obey ; but at length his prudence fubdued his 
anger, and he confented to eat his fupper alone. He 
had fcarcely fwallowed nine mouthfuls when the waiter 
entered the room with a third demand from the Captain ;. * 
the purport of which was, that one of the ladies longed 
for the boiled fowl, and the other for the cranberry tart, 
and as they were both in a ftate of pregnancy, their 
wifhes muft be literally fulfilled. At this impertinent 
and prepoftetous requifition the ftranger became exceed- 
ingly enraged; he fwore, raoft emphatically, that he 
would not part with his fupper on fuch terms for all the 
wh — s in the three kingdoms, or all the bullies from 
Cork to Antrim : but recolle£ling the folema promife 
he had made, and being a man of his word in the 

' ftriaeft 
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ftrifteft fenfe, he grumblingly confented to have the 
fupper conveyed away; called for fome water-gruel, 
ate It like a phiiofopher, and went to bed. While he 
was reading the papers at breakfafi the next morning, 
a raw-boned, coloflal, cadaverous, redoubted figure, with 
a cockade in his hat, ftalked into the apartment, with- 
out any preparatoiy meafure, and thus addrei&d the 
patient traveller, in a tone of denunciation : " My 
** name. Sir, is Mackavanagh, ^and I ufed you like a 
** fcoundrel laft night." <« As you are pleafed to think 
" fo. Sir," rejoined the other, « I fliall not he fo rude 
«* as to contradift you." " Well, that point being 
" fettled," continued the Captain, " I muft now inform 
*f you, that I am come to give you fatisfaOion ; and as 
« I hear that you are a ftranger, and may have no wea-. 
" pons, I have brought a cafe of piftob, ready charged, 
*f my dear ; fo the fooner we put an end to this afl&il: 
^ the better." This was beyond his endurance; they 
called a coach, drove to Glaflhevin, fought, and bfscame 
good friends ever after. 

He told me very recently, the following anecdote, 
which, as it is in fome degree illuftrative of a very formi- 
dable legal charaBer, I fliall infert : Lord Th w meet- 
ing the late Lord Chief Baron previous to the final dif- 
pofalof the fcals, he thus accofted him; ** Why I am 
IC2 " informed^ 
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•* informed, my Lord, that you want to fquat your a-— e 
*' on the woolfack, and I hear that Loughborough wants 
•* to fquat his a— e there too ; but give me leave to tell 

** you, my Lord, though you may be in fuch a d d 

** hurry about the matter, that neither of you will find 
<< the feat fo comfortable as you may imagine." On 
Lord Barrymore's appearing furprized that I did not 
laugh at his recital, I told him, that coarfe language and 
coarfe manners never failed to difguft me in any iituation, 
but more particularly when the aQor was efpecially ap- 
pointed to regulate the morals, and maintain the jufiice 
of the age.— Politenefs is the external grace of our cor- 
rupted fyftem — the rigid obfervance of its inftitutes, 
like the maintenance of national credit, is a general 
exertion for particular content. 

Lord Barrymore, like Mr. Home'Tooke, had a pre- 
lentiment, that he (hould not die a natural death ; and 
great talents and information being attached to both 
names, it is to be lamented when theaugufings of ima- 
gination in fuch men are realized.

Lord Barrymore's enlre upon the turf was in the yfear 
17S7, when he accompanied the Duchefs of Bolton; 
and the firft racer he bought was a filly called Yarico, 
from the late Colonel 0*KeIley ; with this filly he made 
his firft match at Newmarket, againft a horfe of Miu 
Davis's, called Copernicus^ this match his Lordfhipwon: 
— he engaged in the hazardous, but pleafureable purfuits 
of the turf, with that ardour and fpirit to which the 
natural turn of his great mind impelled him upon all 
occafions. — From the hafty advances he appears tp have 
made in the fcience of managing a racing ftable, and 
the judgment he difplayed in the engagement of his 
horfes, he feems to have poflefled a (brt of intuitive 
knowledge of the fubje£l; it is generally underfiood, 
that it requires long pra£lice and great (kill to conduft 
a ftable at Newmarket to advantage: this knowledge, 
however, Lord Barrymore foon poflefled, and a few 
meetings made him as good a judge, and as complete a 
jockey, as any upon the turf! — he knew perfeftly the 
forms of all the horfes, and made more matches, not 

only 
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only with his own horfes, but of thofe of the other 
members of the Jockey Club, than any other gentle- 
man there; he was fyftematically called upon to put 
horfes together, as the jockey phrafe expreffes it, that 
is, hy- handycapping^ or in other words, fixing the weight; 
the different horfes were to carry for their age and 
qualifications — and in this peculiar undertaking no one 
was equal to Lord Barrymore, Mr, Fox excepted. 

Lord Barrymore very foon encreafed the number of 
his own horfes, which were purchafed with judgment, 
but at a great expence: in the year 1788, we find that 
his Lordfhip had in his ftable the following horf(?s, 
which he bought of Mr. Bullock : Elm^ Alarm^ Jerico^ 
Rockingham^ Gray ^ Pumpkin, Sir Chrijlophcr: he bought 
alfo. Nimble^ of Mr. Vernon : Freenow^ Brewer, and 
Columbine, from Sir John Lade: Tipjey, Ventilator^ 
Tinker, and Tiffany, from other perfons : with thefe 
horfes his Lordfliip gaye a new )ife'to Newmarket; 
not a day paft in the meetings that he had not feveral 
engagements : — his Lordfliip bought Rockingham at the 
price of three thpufand guineas, he was avowedly the 
teA horfe that had appeared at Newmarket for many 
« ^d Lord Barrymore won a great deal of money 
•the lad match this famous horfe ever run 
more rode him himfelf, againll a mare of 

Mr. 
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Mr. Wentworth's, for 300 guineas, and won his match 
with great cafe : — his Lordfliip was confidered as the 
beft gentleman rider in England ; and to have the beft 
judgment in this purfuit, as in mofl others in which he 
engaged, for in whatever he engaged he excelled. — In 
the year 1789, he added Skewball to his ftring, which 
he bought of Sir John Lade; — be bought alio High^ 
lander^ Skiff, Tom Thumb, Smoke the Captain, Pallafox, 
and Tofs : — in the year 1790, we find in his Lordfliip's 
ilable, Sir Charles, Mufquito, Impudence^ Tully, and 
Kifs my Lady, bought of Sir John Lade : — Pilgrim he 
bought of Mn Bullock: — Little Flyer, and the two 
famous horfes, Chanticlear and Seagul, were purchafed 
of Mr, Fox, at four thoufand guineas, with their en- 
gagements. Lord Barrymore availed himfelf of the 
pofleifion of fuch capital horfes, and made many 
matches and engagements with them, and won large 
fums of money. In the autumn of the year 1792/ 
Lord Barrymore fold Chanticlear to the Duke of York, 
for two thoufand feven hundred guineas, the value of 
the horfe was increafed by four judicious matches made 
by Lord Barrymore againft Lord Grofvenor's Afpara* 
gus, for 500 guineas each. In the year 1791, his 
Lordfliip purchafed of Mr. Buljock, Mofes, Putt^ Old 
Gold, and Halbert; he bought alfo Tree Creeper ^ from 

Mr. 
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Mn Panton, and feveral others. From the above lift it 
will appear that no perfon ever poffeffed fo- many capi- 
tal horfes in fo Ihort fpace of time as Lord Barrymore ; 
and the curious may fatisfy. themfelves by a reference 
to the Racing Calendar, that no one ever managed 
them with more judgment, or engaged them oftener, or 
more fuccefsfully. 

With this great efiablifhment at Newmarket, and at 
fo early a period of life, the punftuality with which he 
made' his payments to the different dependants employed 
in and about his ftables was wonderful, and proves in- 
conteflibly, that in the midft of pleafureable purfuits, 
his Lordfliip paid an uncommon attention to the happi- 
ncfs of the people employed in his fervice; this is an in- 
controvertible truth, which his training grooms, his riders, 
his boys, and the numerous tradefmen he employed at 
Newmarket, muft fubfcribe to ; and it is a bold but 
true affertion, that no gentleman with an eftabliOiment 
equal to that of Lord Barrymore's at Newmarket, 
ever quitted the turf, leaving fo few demands upon hi» 
executors ! 

Lord Barrymore was remarkably fiiccefsfui at racing, 
and, in the iffue, a great gainer, but thofe advantages 
which he acquired upon the turf, were generally loft iaa 
the card-room in the evening. — He was too volatile, 

too 
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too much upon the wing of thought, to encounter th^ 
experienced players of the Macaroni- room : he betted 
very deep at whift, with the greateft players of the pre- 
fent day; who can wonder that he was unfuccefsful 
when engaged agaiiift the attentive Duke of Bedford, 
the judicious Mr, Vernon, the all-comprehendirig Mr. 
Fox, and the indefatigable General Smith ? His Lord- 
fliip alfo often played at quinze with equally bad fuccefs : 
one evening he loft at this game two thoufand eighfc 
hundred guineas ; and repeatedly very large fums : — hi 
did not fufficieritly corifider the difadvahtage of engag- 
ing againft confummate experience, and the difficulty 
6f playing with a profpetl of fuctefs againft gentlemen 
who were in the conftant habits of exercifing their fa- 
tuities, to derive all honorable advaritages from the 
judicious playing of the game: — the quinze table at 
Newmairket is generally attended by Mr, Fox, General 
Smith, Mr, Sneyd, Mr. Church, arid occafionally by 
hioft of the members of the Jockey Cliib. 

Many inftances have occurred when accidental neg- 
left has been produSive of ferious advantage. — During 
the Oftbber meeting at Newmarket, in 1791, the Duke 
of York and Lord Barrymore were playing th6 
game of All Fours for a confiderable fum :-^the game 
flood thus, the Duke wasjfr^, and Lord Barrymorfc 

L iigbi. 
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eight, confequently the former wanted ^ve points, the 
latter only two — Lord Barrymore dealt, and the Duke» 
who had taken a glafs of Burgundy too much, over- 
looked his cards, and in a very extraordinary manner 
begged one, which was granted, though he held the acCf 
deuce, and jack of trumps ; and Lord Barrymore^ the 
king and trois. The Duke played his deuce, which was 
won by Lord Barrymore 's trois ; who then played his 
king, which the Dukq captured with his ace, and by that 
means got all fours, and won the party, though the odds 
againfl: fuch an event taking place were as ten pounds ta 
half a crown. 

It has been imagined, that he won a great fum of 
money from Mr. Fox at Newmarket, in conrec[uence 
of the nervous orator's wearing poliflied fleel buttons on 
his coat, which reflefled the cards in his hand. 

I believe, in matching his horfes on the turf, occafions 
were fought and taken to touch his nerve of irritability ; 
and by artfully undervaluing fome part of his ftud, to 
make him indifcreet and inclined to back it for more 
than it could p^erform. Whenever the fubjeft of racing 
was flatted in converfation, I fatyrized the purfuit in 
terms as keen as my imagination, combined with de- 
teftation, could furnilh. I have known two gentlemen, 
very famiHarly, who have both loft vaft fums of money 

at 
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.at Newmarket, and who equally boafted to me of the 
unconcern with which they difcharged the enormous 
obligations; I mean Lord Barry MORE and Mr. 
FuLKE Greville. An intimate with Lord Gros- 
VENOR informed me very lately, that his Lordfliip had 
won more great bets than any member of the Jockey 
Club in his time ; and yet, on a moderate calculation, 
connefting all the advantages with all the expences, he 
was minus two hundred thoufand pounds. This is run- 
ning into the Devil's Ditch with a vengeance! 

Yet all this apparent madnefs — thefc interfering 
flights from the Sweating-room to the Betting-poft: 
from Ditch-in to the Four Mile Courfe ; and finally, to 
the caftle of Suicide, Banco Regis, or the Bilboes, may 
anfwer fome falutary end which Reafon cannot defcry!— 
perhaps it is an intelleftual probation expedient for fu- 
ture purpofes* — We are all obliged to be adhefive with 
the Devil in fome way or other ; the only difference is, 
that the knavifli are empowered to ride upon his back, 
while the meek and the deferving are compelled to pull 
him by the tail ! 

Newmarket and its fports, as they are termed by the 
thoughtlefs fprigs of humanity, have "been the caufe of 
tnore ruin to my beft friends, both in mind and purfe, 
jthan the combined dilapidations made by Law, Phyfic, 

L 2 and 
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and the Priefthood ! — I went from Cambridge to this 
emporium of Folly to vifit Lord Barrymore, in the 
fpring of ^791, were I was driven, with the celerity of 
a whirlwind acrofs the courfe, jto behold a Duke and a 
Highwayman becoming debtor and creditor; and the 
only language I heard, during the paftime, \yas conveyed 
in four vehement ejaculations : viz. Damme, Skyfcraper 
againft the field — Done, done — here they are — therp 
they go! — But it is to be expefled that fuch fooleries 
are on the declinp. Like the abfurd extravagancies of 
the Meynell fubfcription hunt ; where a boot jack, a 
tent bed, the corner of a liable, a few dinners, and many 
wild incitements to kill a horfe or break his own neck, 
will coft the fubfcriber an annual thoufand pounds ! 

Alas ! 

Can man, 

Whofe being's but a fpan.

In going from War grave to Cants Hill, where- we 
paffed two very agreeable days with Sir John Lade 
and his family, he very ferioufly alked me, if I thougl^t 
It pofTible for any individual, with mental health, to be 
an Atheiil ? I replied, that I believed it poflible for a 

man 
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man to become a temporal demon; but until I could 
jdifcover, that the^profeffion of Infidelity made us hap- 
pier men and more kind neighbours, I (hould continue 
in the old-fafhioned fyftem of Theology, I have obferved 
much fcurrility in various publications dire£led towards 
Sir John Lade ; but as far as I can form a judgment 
on the human charaEler, he is hofpitable, ino£Fenfive, 
and worthy. 

Lord Barrymore was the moft apt and fuccefsful perfon 
in beginning and purfuing a focial fpecies of impofition 
called humbugging^ I ever fat with or obfervedl There 
was an innocent deceit praftifed at Wargravc upon all 
ftrangers, ycleped The Brogue Makers; it was thus: one of 
the gentlemen was requefled by the noble hoft to fmg the 
fong of The Brogue Makers^ at the fame time preparing 
the unknowing and unfufpicious vifitor to exped a high 
treat of wit and humor. The chaunter, after many app- 
logies for his hoarfenefs, began, in a loud key, the fup- 
pofed fong, *• There were three jolly Brogue Makers." 
At the conclufion of the line he was interrupted by one 
pppofite, who affirmed, that was not the tune. After 
fome few diftant remarks upon the rudenefs of ftppping 
^ gentleman in his fong, who was at beit laboring to 
oblige the company, he began again, and was again flop- 
ped by another in the fame place, with an objeClion ftill 

more 
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more harfli. Tbefe interdiftions operating ftrongly to 
the difappointmeat of the ftranger, who had been taught 
to expcft forac very comic effiafion ; and who had been 
fitting with his mouth half open, in the very zenith of 
high-wrought defire, he generally addreffed Lord Bar- 
rymore upon the propriety or impropriety of fuch inters 
fcrences; who conftantly fortified his received difguft by 
declaring, that the ftranger's remonftrance was juft, that 
be was extremely forry the general entertainment was 
protra6bed by fuch indecent conduft, and concluded by 
dcfiring the fongfter to begin again, to oblige the ftranger 
and himfelf, if no other gentleman. In obedience to 
this fumnions, the fong was again begun, and again op-r 
pofed by fome remark more rude than the preceding. 
This generally formed the climax of the vifitor's refent- 
ment; who rofe, with great indignation, and applied 
fome intolerable epithet to the perfpn who had been 
inftrumental in deftroying the harmony of the evening. 
This was the ciie for a conteft; both parties inftantly 
ftripped to decide the difpute, a la Mendoza^ on the 
fpot : but before any blow was given, each combatant 
had hi?s arms pinioned behind him by the company until 
Lord Barrymore had addrefled the ftranger, by very 
gravely afliiring him, that the celebrated ballad of The 
Brogue Makers was begun, comprehended, and con- 
cluded 
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eluded in one line; that the whole affair was a hum- 
bug ; that the gentleman he was going to fight was one 
of the mofl polifhed men in exiflence ; and that he 
longed for nothing fo much as the opportunity pf taking 
him by the hand, and paying him every civility ima- 
ginable. Here a general laugh enfued, the parties re- 
habited themfelves, and the vifitor hid his chagrin asjivell 
as he could. 

We recollefl the fallacious pleafantries praElifed 
by the wits of the Coalition, upon the Marquis of 
Lansdowne amdMr. Pitt; in which inflance each 
party, by receiving a letter, as they imagined, from the 
other, flew to their refpe£liv^oufes, for the purpofc of 
effefling a political reconciliation with a profefTed enemy, 
and from whence at the tclaircifftment each returned 
banging his ears in difmay ! — and the more recent trick 
put upon Mf. DuND ASS, who wrote officially to the 
Chief Magiflrate of the City, that he had received aa 
cxprefs from Indoflan, confirming the public hope re- 
ktivc to the capture of Seringapatam ; though it even* 
tuallyvprovcd to be a roguifh deception conveyed from 
Briflol to humbug the chap-fallen fecretary ! 

While Mr. Murphy was editor of a periodical 
paper, called the Auditor^ eftablifhed in oppofition to 

the

the North Briton, to fupport the Earl of B , he h^d 

been on a vifit to Mifs Elliot at Kew, and remairiecf 
fo long, that he had not time to compofe the rieceflary 
matter : in fome perturbation he called upon the pub- 
liflier, Mr. Ke arsley, who confoled him by producing 
a correfpondehce equal to the required portion of copy 
— he tun ovei" the nianufcript curforily, and felt himfelf 
happy and honored by the communication, which it is 
fuppofed was fabricated between Mr. Wilkes and Mr. 
Churchill: the fubjeft was plaufibly fmgular; it 
was a congratulation on the advantages we had obtained 
over France, by negociatiori, in ceding fome of the Wett 
India Iflands, in exchang^ for the province of Florida 
in North America, which the writer affirmed, contained 
in its interior parts vaft quantities of turf, which muft 
lay the bafis of a very lucrative commerce between thd 
fubjefls of Great Britain and France. — Poor Murphy 
caught at the delufive bait, and publifhed the letter -with 
pride and avidity: the unlucky confequence of which 
was, that the ftory of the Florida turf became the them^ 
of general laughter! I do not infert this, with the vieW 
of depreciating Mr. Murphy, who has confiderabl6 
talents, but merely to prove, that the moft wary and wife 
are not exempt from impofition ; that we are frequently 

moft 
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tooft deceived when we think ourfelves mod fecure, and 
that even life itfelf is but a humbug upon a more com- 
plex plan ! 

During the laft three years of his Ufe^ he became an 
indefatigable cricketer, and fo zealous was he in this 
amufement, as in every other that governed him for the 
time, that he fuflFered no impediments that the elements 
could throw in the way, to prevent him from playing a 
match out when it had been commenced: he has fre- 
quently played for four hours together in the country, 
in a heavy and continual fliower of rain ! — the mortifi- 
cation he expreffed at being over-matched, or lofing the 
game by any means, was llrikingly evident in his fea- 
tures, for he was remarkably filent on the fubjeft of his 
own merits or his own misfortunes, if lofing a match at 
cricket can be thus noted.— *He was much attached to 
the Brighton Cricketers, and, I believe, won five hun- 
dred guineas from Mr. Harvey Aston, who backed 
a part of the Hamillon Club, and others, at Lord's Cricket 
Ground, at Mary-le-bone. On the day he periflied, 
his footman James (and a more faithful and refpeSful 
fervant never followed a gentleman) had been ordered 
by his Lordihip to procure eighteen of the be&.towkrs 
and tatters in the neighbourhood of Rye^ to make a 
party in the following weelc : but, alas ! Death bowled 
M down 
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down his own wicket before his defires ^ould be ful- 
filled. 

In the earfier ftage of his life, he gave, perhaps, too 
much open encouragement to the Brnifers of the day : 
but the vulgar and fcandalous idea that he ever admitted 
one to his table, is a dire£l falQiood, fabricated, among 
many others, by fome wretch or wretches whom he may 
have chaftifed for impertinence, and who took this dia-^ 
bolical, though fecure method of revenge \ — There were 
at one period, at the George at Wdrgrave, Johnfon, Big 
Ben, Hooper the Tinman, tlie two Wards, and Jack- 
fon! — this was previous to the battle which Hooper 
fought with a weft-country Bargeman, whom he com- 
pletely did over^ in his own phrafeofogy, in twenty 
minutes, though both parties were equally young and 
fpirited; the Tinman weighing not quite eleven ftone, 
and the Bargeman fixteen : this battle was arranged by 
the lovers of pugilifm, as one of the greateft triumphs 
of Ikill over ftrength, that ever occurred. Lord Barry- 
more betted a large fixm of money upon Johnfon and 
Big Ben, at Banbury in Oxfordfliire, when the former 
fought Perrins, the Birmingham Giant, and Big Ben 
fought Jacombs. — Lord Barrymore was on the flage 
with fome other perfons of diftinftion during the con. 
tcft, and it was imagined by all, from the Ihifting and 

falling 
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falling of Ben, that he would get the worft of it ; the 
fnob hiifed Ben as he fat upon the Aage ior what they 
iuppofed cowardice, and Lord Barrymore, thinking of 
his money, reproached Ben for^is feeming want of 
manhood, when the rough-hewn hero looking archly at 
his Lordfliip, growled out in his hoarfe accents : " Vhy, 
^ my Lord, you a'nt up to my goflip, I can beat un 
« vhen I pleafe, don't mind me, I tell you 1 am only 
•* kanouvering.** 

Full pften havjc Lord Barrymore and I wandered 
over the metropolis, when the cares of the plebeian were 
^luflied in fleep — full often have we heard the chimes at 
;nidnight, and rambled into every cellar, watch-houfe, 
and noflurnal receptacle from Saint James's to Dark- 
houfe-lane, not for the purpofe of partaking in the de- 
baucheries, but to obferve the varied orders and deflres 
of mankind. — In one of thofe lunar peregrina^tions we 
entered a low gambling-houfe, where the fraudulent, the 
neceilitous, and the dupe aiTociate to rob ^nd b^ robbed 
— to thofe who never witneffed a fpene of thi$ tendency, 
all defcription muft fail to convey a true idea of the 
mifcreantic, pallid, hell-born, peftilential group — wild 
laughter, execration, aD4 gnafhing of teeth, agitate the 
ill-doomed wretches, as good or ill-luck prevails : — it 
^ruck me as the gully-hole of breathing filth. — We had 

M 2 not 
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not been there long before a buftle commenced, between 
two^iron-mufcled fellows and a well-dreffed young man, 
who had the femblance of diftraClion in each eye, from 
whom, it appeared, they had won a confiderable fum, 
which he refufed to difcharge : — the noife brought in 
the watchman, who dragged him from his aflailants, and 
perhaps from murder, while he exclaimed pathetically 
and loudly, " Ah Fortuiie, Fortune, thou infatiate, thou 
** inexorable wh — e; you may make me loje thoufands, 

** but ril be d d if you fhall ever make me pay a 

"fliilling!" 

Lord Barrymore and I vifited Mr. — : , .a few 

iniles from Marlow, whofe lady had died of a pleurify 
not long before. — I was taught to expe<3: the converfa- 
tion of an extraordinary man, and in fome fort, my ex- 
pectations were gratified. — He invited us to dine with 
him, and we accepted the propofal : during the inter- 
change of fentiments after dinner, a fourth perfon was 
announced, who proved to be the Undertaker of the 
family — after feveral bows on his part, more low than 
Superiority fliould exaft, or Inferiority confer; and 
a few direfl: remarks upon the great fcarcity of cafli, he 
produced his bill of expences for the lady's interment. 
" This is an enormous amount for burying a man's 
;* wife !" obferved the widower : " fixty-feven pounds

f for laying a filent Eemale horizontally ! why you niuft 

V have made fome miftake." *« Not-ift the leaft arti- 
«* cle," prattlied the coffinmonger: '< handfome hearie, 

V three coaches and fix, decent wcll-drefled mutes, and 
" the bell pall in the county; nobody could do it for 

•* lefs, your honor !" «« It's a large fum Mr. — , 

** but no\v I recolleft, the poof woman would have paid 
«« twice as much with chearfulnefs to have buried me ! 

V fo I mull not be behind her, you know, my Lord, 
" in a deed of kindnefs; there is a draft on my 
** banker. Sir, write a receipt, and I wifh you a good 
** journey." 

In the wildneffes of his juvenility he was in the habit 
of taking a hackney coach, with a few perfons as wild 
as himfelf, and ordering the driver to go through Oxford- 
flrect; while the carriage was proceeding, he* Would 
imitate the voice and (hrieks of a woman in imminent 
diftrefs; exclaiming, ** you Iha'nt, you villain; I wont, 
" you barbarian ; 1*11 tear your eyes out :" as the voice 
of a female in mifery ever did, and I truft dver will be 
tenderly interefting to a Briton's bofom, thofe loud indi- 
cations of raviflimerit quickly caufed the coach to be 
ftopped; which was no fooner done, than the parties 
within leaped out, and drubbed the well-meaning jnter* 

lopers 
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lopers for their afcribed impertinence, in arrefting a 

carriage on the King's high-way. 

His attachment to WargravCy as a country refidence, 
furprifed me, as I could not difcover any objeQs near it 
particularly alluring, except the Thames ! — It is a mean, 
dirty village, fituated in a hollow between the Bath and 
Oxford rodes ; the lanes are nearly impaffable, and it 
has no market, yet in.it are faid to be the remains of a 
royal palace : it is mentioned as having been a buria} 
place for the Saxon warriors. — The beft apology for hi? 
predileGipu towards fuch a barren fpot is, that it was the 
fcene of his puerile ambition, where he vegetated from 
boyiftmefs to youth :-r-the veneration we entertain for 
.that hamlet, or even tha^t tree, which we imagine, as a 
Hamadryad, has witneffed the gambols of our probation, 
is pleafant, but irreconcileable to mature thinking. — 
The late King was fo fond of Hanover, that he even 
enjoyed its filthinefs in idea! When riding through 
Brentford in dirty weather, the good old man was ac- 
cuftomed to fay rapturoufly to his courtiers, " I do love 
^\ tis place, dis fo like Yarmony." 

From Lord Barrymore's attendance on bruifing 
matches, which, to their difgrace be it mentioned, was, 
a few years fince, common to many of our nobility, he 

had 
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had acquired a pugiliftic Ikill, which led him into affrays 
and contentions, 

** That would have been more hooorM in the Breach 
'* Than the obfervancc.'' 

When driving his phaeton on the Bath road, the wag- 
goners would not unfrequently interrupt him by their 
unaccommodating obftinacy ; if, on fuch occafions, the 
driver ufed any harfli epithets, he leaped from his car- 
riage, and fought the man — -if Lord Barrymore was the 
viQor, he generally gave the fellow a guinea ; if he was 
worfted in the encounter, he always fliook his antagonift 
by the hand, and wifhed him better manners, and a good 
journey. 

Difappointments in trivial or momentous wiflies, fel- 
dom ruffled the refleftive furface of his mind. — I have 
fometimes thought he affcSed apathy to appear above 
the incidental vifitations of Chance ! — ^To his relatives 
he was indifcriminatcly generous, and to his fervants 
complacent and kind. — When W-^ — e*s daughter mar- 
ried without his confent, he roared about the P s's 

refeftory, like a Weftphalian Polyphemus : thundering 
through all the avenues, »* Vat a dam bifli, my own 
" ftiile too; bud fhe mos alway fond of reading boedry ; 
•• dam boedry — mut (he fliall never have a ftiver of 

•* mine: 
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*« mine: I do now fwear by Cot, I will cut oflFmy own 
•* bofteriors mid a fliilling,*' 

The under prompter at Wargrave, was a man with 
peculiar powers of humor, who could excite rifibility 
without appearing to be regardful of the effeft of his 
own whimficalities !-— He was exa£Uy what is under-^ 
flood by the epithet of a dry rogue — he has frequently 
afforded much merriment to Lord Barrymore, without 
feeling it.— I do not know what explication or term wilF 
fuit his talent fo well as Jlupid pUafantry! — In the 
article of drapery in general, this whifperer of the cue 
was not abundantly fupplied ; but as io fliirts in parti- 
cular, he had but one, and that was literally a unique* — 
As he oGcafionally mingled in the dramatic fcene, as a 
walking gentleman, it was expedient on fuch eH>sr^ 
gencies to have that fditary fhirt waflied : — agreeably ta 
fuch a meafure, he leaped from his couch in the morn- 
ing, in an unincumbered flate of nature, and having 
drefied himfelf, as genteelly as his wardrobe would ad* 
mit (though his rotund body was unconfcious of linen) 
and buttoned up his coat to his meek, to elude the keen 
eye of Impertinence; he fent his fliirt to the waflier- 
woman, to be got ready at a ftated hour, and to be fo 
highly blanched that it might rival fnow, — ^This indif- 

peniiblc 
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penfible point being fettled, he attended the rehearfals 
as ufualj and was very pompoufly giving his orders for 
the regulation of fome devils in a Pantomime, before 
us all, when a little girl came behind the fcenes with a 
melTage from the blancheceujfe^ her mother: — " Mr. 

" , my mammy has fcnt you your fliirt." — " What 

•* has flie walhed it already, my dear, in two hours? 
•* damme, that is expedition."-—** No, fir, (he has not 
•* waflied it." — ** Not waQied it, you diminutive flut, 
•* what is the meaning of that ?" — ** My mammy fays as 
** how, it*s fo old and rotten Ihe is afraid it will rub to 
** pieces in the waQiing-iub." •* Poh, poh," replied the 
abafhed prompter angrily, with his face as red as the 
Saracen's at Aldgate, ** you are a very fooHfh child, and 
** your mother is a greater fool who fpnt you ; go back 
** with it to your foap-teazing dam, and tell her, if {he is 
•* ignorant of ways and means I will inftruft her ; as the 
** ftirt is fo fine, that fhe is afraid of committing it to 
•• the tub with coarfer veftments, bid her pin it on the 
** wall, and thrpw water at itj** 

In the dining-room, at the dwelling-houfe, there was, 

a large niche in the wall, which had a fub-comrauni- 

cation with the kitchen and cellar, this contrivance was^ 

ver^ ufeful in the winter months, as by that method^ 

^ which h^d the appearance of necromancy, the dinner, 

N wines, 
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wines, and defert were almoft inilantaneoufly placed upon 

the table, without the company being difturbed by the 

buftle of a number of fervants, opening the door of a 

fmall room, and annoying each other, in common with 

the guefts, in the diftribution of the viands. 

I never obferved him either petulant or pertinacious 
* 
—his urbanity worked as an effeflual diffuafive from the 

indulgence of an ungentlemanlike emotion — he was too 

fond of notoriety, and too regardlefs of vulgar opinion 

— ^he would fuffer that fcandal to gain ftrength, which he 

could have crufhed in the origin — he would fay, with a 

fmile, as the mean rogues cannot make free with my 

purfe, they are refolved to make free with my name ; 

who knows to the contrary, but all this grofs folly may 

be the fruit of their hunger and not of their antipathy j 

fo if their vile trafh can procure them a dinner, let thena 

write and be d-; d! — His enemies feemed to deny 

him that latitude for reformation, which is granted by 

the companionate to all young men, whofe fire has been 

more prevalent than their abftemioufnefs. — ^They even 

prefumed to aflert, that what h^d been, would be, and 

made the antecedent govern the fubfequent ! 

As the vaft objefts, continually floating before every 

man's idea, are his own prefervation and advantage, I an^ 

always much pleafed with thofe who can engraft a con- 

fideration 
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iideratiop for others upon the growing trunk of their 
own prejudices. — I believe, were it poflible to know the 
letter of our duty correQly, that it is expefted, if not 
enjoined, by the awful caufe of mattter, that we (hould 
difleminate a material portion of the benefits derived 
from Fortune, among the indigent and the forlorn : — I 
do not think that Lord Barrymore had perufed folios of 
divinity to learn this, though it formed the great out- 
line of his private praftife :— he had a Spirit that made 
a lodgment in his heart at the hour of his birth, who 
gave the alarm to his pulfes, whenever it was expedient 
that he fliould bellow that purfe upon Mifery, which 
Was intended for an importunate Creditor; — ^when the 
demands of Juftice were fufpended in favor of a petition 
from Diftrefs ! — though much of this doftrine may be 
irreconcileable to the received notions of a man of the 
World, it is perfeftly correfpondent with the wifhes of 
thofe who combine a knowledge of what we are, with 
the intrufive anxieties of what we may be. 

The felf-blown importance of the inconfiderable, ufed 
to be a fource of much mirth both to him and me.— 
Thofe " crows i'th* gutter," who will affume an air o£ 
grandeur, though they are filthy and ominous of evil !— « 
every leperous Scroyle can find a folace within to recon- 
cile it to it9 own bafenefs and repulfion--*and ilamp and 

N2 llrut 
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llrut upon the furface of the planet, as if each foot 
could enaft ruin! a being who docs not poflefs fo much 
innate merit as fhould embolden a Dca to look with firm- 
nefs at a Taylor, {hall ftalk with more perpendicular 
gravity, among his fellows, than Lord Burleigh, after his 
Queen in council had called him wife and bold ! 

Lord Barrymore. was not permitted to pafs through 
the fpell-fraught circum rotation of dancing fafhion, 
without fuffering difmemberment from the genteel vil- 
lany of domeftic plunder ! — Pharo had not an eflablifli- 
ment in the upper circles, to which he was not mofl 
preflingly invited. — I called upon him at his hotel one 
morning, when a fervant bronglit him a card of invita- 
tion to become a facrifice at a fimilar altar, from a lady 
whom, as I know to be benevolent, I was abaflicd to find 
mercenary. — As the point of time interfered with a pre- 
concerted arrangement, he afked mc, jocularly, if he 

fhould go to the well-drefFed banditti in ■ — 

Square. — My reply was, that were I in his fituation I 
fliould hold it as a debt due to my own integrity and 
wifdom, to confider if I had a tradefinan unpaid, before 
I offered a note from my pocket-book to the rapacity of 
nefarious elegance. 

Though Lord Barry morc's end was premature, there 
are many who outhve themfelves, or in other words, 

their 
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their confiflency of aftion !^-there is a time in every 
man's life, when it is neceflary for the prefervadon of 
his good name, that he (hould expire : as many from . 
the remote but undermining approaches of hmacy, per- 
petrate incongruities which materially injure their repu- 
tation ; — though if the circumllance was duly weighed, 
it might repeatedly appear, that the mental faculties had 
been fufEciently bruifed to warrant an impropriety, 
though that injury of the judgment was not felf-demon- 
llrated to common obfervation ! 

Lord Barrymore was very fond of circumnavigating, 
or, as he called it, taking meafpre of the underftanding 
of the common people in the country ; — ;the following 
whimfical dialogue took place between him and a gar- 
rulous old woman, at Abingdon in Oxfordfliire, who 
did not know his name or his quality : — " I am told, 
" Madam, that Mr. Efculapius, the apothecary of your 
" town is dead, and that Mr, Boreas has married the 
«* widow." ** Lord, Sir, I never heard of fuch folk, 
•• there was an outlandiQi perfon that travelled this coun- 
" try fome years agon, with fome fuch a cramp name 
" as Borus, but I am told he is fettled in the north/' 
** He did wifely. Madam, as he could not find any point 
" in the compafs fo congenial to his purpofes : fuffer 
** me to aflc you likewifc, if you ever fee any of his 

" children 
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« children in thefe parts, Matter Zephyrus, or Favoniusi 
«* or the little Bree;zes ?'* " He never had but one fon^ 
«* Sir, and they fay he lives at Lunnun, In Houndf- 
" ditch," "That is as much as to fay, Madam, the 
" young gentleman is gone to the dogs/* " Nan!'* 
«« My dear Lady, I did not mean that for a Nan, but a 
" Sally," At this inftant a very tall man, and a very 
little woman behind him, rode by onhorfeback : " Who 
«« may thofe gallant perfonages be, Madam ?" continued 
Lord Barrymore, " or in other words, what are their 
" names ? they are richly caparifoned upon their pal- 
" frey, and bump upon the faddle with becoming grace,** 
«* Their names is TatttrfaU your honor, would you be* 
" lieve they are mon and wife, I faw them married by 
" our wicar, with thefe eyes: for my part, I think it a 
" burning (hame, fo it is, to join fuch a tall gawky with 
" fuch a bit of a voman as that." " You are wrong in 
" your ideas. Madam, totally wrong: — Hymen has 
" been peculiarly juft lA ordering this bufinefs ; he has 
*' given Tit for Tat," 

One of the jocund party, not proverbial for his fop- 
peries, having returned from hunting during dinner, in 
a more difhevelled and negligent ilate than ufual, being 
incrufted with the mud of the country, from his cap to 
his boots, it was itcretly propofed to roajl him, or in 

plainer

plainer language, to make him run the gauntlet of fatiric 
obfervation: " Why I am told you are the boldeft 
^« hunter in the country," faid a perform oppolite to the , 
viftim. " You are ironing me," replied the other feri- 
oufly. ^« That is d d hard indeed," added Lord 
Barrymore, " to iron you before they wajhtd you." 
^* If you don't mangle roe/' retpjrted 'the party, «• I am 
^« content." 

He began to perceive that the unlimitted expeftations 
pf youth, correfponded fo ill with the vulgar events of 
life, that it appeared as if the imagination was unre- 
mittingly employed in embodying aerial images of plea- 
fure, which conAantly vaniffaed at the flow approaches 
of Truth ! — I have often fuppofed that Good and Evil 
fported among us in mafquerade attire, and we were 
deluded into preferring the femblance for thefubfiance! ^ 
• — this fuppofition is analogous to our mifiakes in the 
direction of our applaufe.^-Which is the more efiimable 
jchara&er, the Spendthrift or the Mifer ? if the Spend- 
thrift can by any honorable means abrogate his pecunl- 
jary obligations, he will be unqueftionably the more 
ufeful man in fociety : — ^what coiicems himfelf caniiot 
be individually momentous to the public : yet what 
^concerns a Mifer is, as he withholds that damning trafli 
jin his coffers, which was only rendered valuable for the 

general 
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general benefit ! — but the majority of the world are fo 
eager to be diflatisfied, it is rarely that the very beft ih- 
tcntions, independent of thoughtleffnefs, can receive 
due credit from their award ! 

Notwithftanding I am convinced that Reafon fliould 
give its fanftion to the laws of Virtue, yet a moral 
difpofition may be evinced by thofe who are fundamen- 
tally juft, but aSually and vifibly improper! — ^it is a 
lamentable proof of our infufficiency arid want of cir- 
cumfpeftion, that none can infure approbation but the 
flagitious diffembler — we fcarqely ever hear any indivi- 
dual reported by the multitude as a good fort of man, but- 
thofe who never did good to any but themfelves. — The 
unthinking who cherifh the unfortunate in the fame mo-; 
ment that they violate policy, will be arraigned for rafli- 
nefs, perhaps injuftice ; wljile thofe who never cherifh 
any, or violate the decorum of fpeculative Prudence 
{hall be recorded and fupported as imi table and wife ! 

Though caution too often forfook him in the delirium 
of profperi^y, yet his integrity was undiminifhed. Ex- 
perience had got a debenture upon his manners for the 
unborn year I — he would have been moft juft, when the 
ebb of duty had returned upon his underftanding. — 
This diforganization of his finances, v/as fucceeded by^ 
a penfivenefs, arifing from refleftion, that would have 

operated

operated to the total banifliment of all the ephemeral 
vanities of ardent youth. As moft eccleliailics are 
indebted for their importance (I fliall not at prefent fay 
any thing as to their virtue) to an ideal demon; fo do the 
froft-bitten rafcals in the fuite of Temperance, gather all 
their alledged worth from the impetuofity of thofe high 
metalled profligates who, in the fever of their blood, pre- 
fer the gratification of Nature, to a religious obfervance 
of the apothegms of circumfpeftive Fraud. 

I have heard much document from the Grey Beards of 
fociety, delivered to prove that it is expedient to have old 
heads upon young Jhouldcrs* — ^Yet in oppofition to this 
favorite propofition of the elders, I will prefume to be^ 
leive, that the happinefs as well as beauty of youth, are 
9S well preferved by the feveral heads remaining in the 
ufual date — the Spring, the Summer, the Autumn, and 
the Winter of Life, Ihould have each its accompanying 
propenfities. 

** Nature, i»fao forniM the varied fcene« 

*^ Of rage, of calm, of froft and fire ; 
•* Unerring guide, could only mean 

•* That age ihould reafon— youth defire. 
*• Shall rebel cafuifts then prefume, 

*• Inverting natures laws, to feize 
^ The dues of age in youth's high bloom» 

'• And join impoflibilities ?" 

Though Lord Barrymore was fond of having the 
bottle circuliUed freely at bis table, he was tiot himfelf 

Q a deep 
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a deep drinker. In whatever regarded the removal of 
hunger and thirft, he could be readily accommodated, 
as a beef ileak and a pint of port wine formed the 
whoJe of his dinner through the greater portion of the 
year. 

When he firft ftarted, in his minority, with his fiag- 
hounds, and their fporting embellifliments, I am in- 
formed, that as he took the field, it looked like 
the hunting eftablifliment of* Louis the Fourteenth at 
Fontainbleau^ more than the exuberant retinue of a 
Britifh fubjeft! In his train were four Africans, fu- 
perbly mounted, and fuperbly dreffed in fcarlet and 
filver, who were correft performers on the French 
horn; and who occafionally, in the woods and the 
vallies, gladdened Diana with Handel's harmony, and 
at once alarmed and pleafed the browzing herds within 
the compafs of the mellifluous found. 

Lord Barrymore had fuch expreflion in his eye, and 
fo much farcafm in his language, that an imbecile man 
could not be happy in his fociety* His replication to 
the queftions of the intrufive was terfe, irrefiftible, and 
fevere. I believe, on many fuch occafions, he found it 
truly difficuk to reconcile the required forbearance of a 
, gentleman with the emotions of the feeling man ! How 
unlike was he to the exifling tyrants to merit? the 
blockheads of potency, who, bcbg infignificant thcm- 

felvcs^ 
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{elves, will only protefl infignificant flaves, whobeflaver 
them with lying encomiums and abominable idolatry. 

His mode of Deeping was rather peculiar: whether 
travelling or at home, his methods on this point were 
invariable* The firil thing his fervant did, was to few 
the Iheets to the^ blanket, that they might not rub 
againft his face in the night, and difiurb him, for he 
was delicately irritable. The next part of bis care was 
dire6led to the finding out any window or crevice that 
would admit the lights th^t he might take fuch meafures 
as fliould prevent the niys from illuminating the apart- 
ment at the reafcenCon of Aurora; for fo ^reat an aver- 
Con had Lord Barrymore to any thing like light in his 
bed-chamber, that he could not have reded in peace 
had there been an ember left in the grate fufBciently red 
to have enflamed a robber's match 1 The windows were 
covered with blankets three deep, and his chamber ap- 
peared like the moft gloomy of the cemeteries in the 
houfe of Death. 

He compofed the following inftitutes for a fo^ial 
ieAabliOiment, upon a new plan : —

lit Rule. That there (hould be no more members

3d, Refolved, If any member has more fenfc than 
another, he is to be kicked out of company. 

4th. Refolved, That any man who could not tell his 
right hand from his left, after being aflced three times, 
fhall be denied the honors and privileges of this fociety. 
5th. Refolved, That no member of this fociety (hall 
prefume to eat garlick, unlefs it can be proved that he 
likes it better than any other vegetable. 

6th. Refolved, That no member fliall marry, until he 
comes to the years of difcretion ; and as that is a defpe- 
rate hope, it is recommended to all to live Bachelors. 

7th. Refolved, If any curate, being a member of this 
club, builds a church out of his private pay, he is to 
be branded as the outcall of policy, and fent handcuffed 
to his Difcefan. 

8th. Refolved, That every man, who is more ugly 
than his neighbour, fhall pay a fine of three-pence 
monthly, to be expended in tobacco; unlefs his wife 
fwears that he is a better man than he appears to be.

A few fummers fince, he made a bet with the Duke 
of York, at the Marine Pavilion at Brighthelmflone, 

which 
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which (hould walk fartheft into the fea ; each waded in 
the prefence of a multitude of fpe3ators, to a great 
diftance ; but at length his Royal Highnefs, not being 
fo tall as his Lordfhip, was fo tormented with the furge, 
that he was obliged to give up the contention and lofe 
his wager. 

In the fame year, at the fame place, a Cngular ad- 
venture was noted, which might have been attended 
with fatal confequences — I do not arrange it as an event 
receiving my approbation, but to (hew the variety of his 
refources, in the purfuit of what he denominated Fun ! 
—He made his footman Frank put on a coiEn, which 
was buckled to his body, with the foot-board out ; this 
was carried with great folemnity, by himfelf and others, 

who knocked at Mr, P ^y's door, on the Sreyne, and 

left the coiEn upon the ileps ; when the maid fervant 
opened the door and faw, as (he fuppofed, the dead body 
of a man, flie Ihrieked and fainted away: the noife 
alarming the family, they all rufhed out, armed with 
poker, tongs, and a loaded piftol ; — Frank, with much 
difficulty, efiFeQed his efcape, by leaping over fome rails, 
after the pilloi had been difcharged, and the ball had 
perforated the coffin but an inch above the poor fellow's 
head. 

As he was preparing to go full dreffed to the Prince 

of 
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of Wales's Levee, in 1790, two bailiffs came to his houfe 
in Piccadilly, difguifed as jockeys, and arrefted him at 
the fuit of his taylor, for fevcral hundred pounds;-^ 
ivhen the demand was fettled, it was imagined by the 
fon of the Sheers, that he had loft his Lordihip's cuftom 
for ever, by fuch a decifive and harCb proceeding ; but 
he reckoned without bis hoft, as Lord Barrymore fent 
for the man, in the fucceeding month, and ordered 
feveral fuits, the-^ount of which he made the taylor 
calculate in his prefence^ and then gave him a bank note 
for more than the firai, declaring he was not in the leaft 
offended with him for enforcing the payment of a debt, 
which was perhaps neceffary to preferve him and his 
family from deftruftion !— This is an indubitable faft, 
and explanatory of an excellent heart! 

Lord Barrymore was a man, who would have travelled 
round the verge of poffibility, rather than have been 
counterafted or difappoirited in the moft trivial defire of 
his heart! — He was very particular in the article of 
JTmall beer— during the theatricy^r^, at Wargrave, this 
mild beverage run (hort, and he became miferable for a 
fupply : the ftores of his neighbours were opened, but 
their brewing did not pleafe his palate — he in confe- 
quence difpatched three of his fervants in poU-chaifes 
to Reading, to Henley, and to Maidenhead^ with a 

ftria 
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ftria charge not to return without a barrel of beer in 
each chaife ! The fervice was duly performed, and the 
beer brought in triumph. 

On a very rainy night, when the theatre was over- 
flowing with company, a 'difagreeable circumfiance hap- 
pened, though attended with a comic incident: — An 
unfortunate fellow, who managed a hackney carriage 
from Reading, drove againft the Reverend Mr. Tic« 
kell's wall, in a fiate of inebriation, and was thrown 
off the box, and killed upon the fpot. — One Joseph, 
a travelling conjurer, and his wife, were in bed at Guy's, 
an alehoufe in the village, where fome wags carried the 
dead body and put it between the fnoring Ifraelite and 
his wife, who awoke in the morning and alarmed the 
neighbourhood with their cries — as the affair was re- 
ported, it was generally credited that the Jew had mur- 
dered the man for his property, but on a minute inveili- 
gation, the miferable remnant of the tribe of Levi and his 
rib were permitted to return to the metropolis uninjured. 

After a loud preface of, oh yes, pronounced mofl 
audibly three times, in the High Street at Newmarket, 
Lord Barrymore, having colle£led a number of perfons 
together, made the following general propofal to the 
gapers :t— Who wants to buy a horfe that can walk five 
miles an hour, trot eighteen, and gallop twenty ? I do, 

faid 
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faid Mr. B k, with manifeft eagernefs; then faid 

Lord Barrymore, if J fee any fuch animal to be fold, I 
will be fure to let you know ! 

At Henley fair, a farcaitic jofkin approached him, and 
enquired, after fcratching his head repeatedly, if he 
wanted to buy a choice gelding. — Is he good for any 
thing, faid the Peer; very good, replied the clown, he 
has but two faults, my Lord; — ^well, my honeft fellow, 
what is your demand ? — ^Twenty guineas. — Well, now 
the bargain is flruck, let me hear his brace of faults ? 
—The firft is, if you let him loofe in a paddock, my 
Lord, you can't catch him — as to this impediment, faid 
Lord Barrymore, I can obviate that, by never fending 
him to grafs ; but what is the other failing ? — Why that» 
my Lord, to fay the truth, is more diftreffing, for when 
you have caught him he is not worth the trouble ! 

When we were walking in the theatre, we overheard 
two men in clofe converfation, to which conference they 
called a third, for the exprefs purpofe of explaining or 
tranflating his Lordfliip's family motto, Boictez en avant^ 
the fpirit of which appeared to govern him fo much 
through life :— " Canft thou tell what that there writing 
" is, Tummus ?*' faid the two former confulters to the 
third perfon. — *• Why if I cas'nt I went to fchool at 
•' Shiplake for very little purpofe I think : let me fee; 

" Bou^ 
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^oUf Bow, ieZt itt, Bowtez, that is Latin ; ett^ en, aye 
and that's Latin too; a by itfelf a^vani^ vant, avant; 
how what in the devil's name can that be ? the two firft 
words are Latin, I'll be fworn; but as for the other 
cramp word, if I can tell what that is, Til be dom'd! 

The adage,' that delayi are dangerous, was never mor^ 
jpbwerfully Verified than by him, as feen through the 
mediiiili of his tranfaSiohs — his negle£Ung to feize the 
Opportune moment, was frequently injurious to him in a 
very eminent degree! — yet I have known inftances^ 
where protraSion has been attended with cffeQs the moll 
contradiftory, varying according to the unfettled difpo- 
fition of the firft agents. When Mn G arrick wanted 
to purchafe fotne houfes in Drury-lane, from the late 
Duke of Bedford*s fleward, he waited upon him^ 
communicated his wiflies, and required to know the 
terms t as the fteward well knew that the acquifition to 
Mr. Garrick was nearly indifpenfible, who wanted 
to enlarge and lengthen the flage of the Old Theatre^ 
he alked one thoufand pounds :-— one thoufand pounds ! 
exclaimed the Britifli Rofcius: no, no, Mr. Palmer, 
I will never give any fuch enormous fuin, depend 
upon it; the ftage fliall remain with its inconveni- 
ences ; and I wifli you a good morning. — After a ma- 
ture confultation with Mr. Lacy, he returned to Mr* 

P Palmer, 
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Palmer, and offered the fum demanded for the pur- 
chafe: but the Aeward was as artful as the manager, 
and feeing his eagernefs in the affair, added five 
hundred pounds to the former fum : what, faid Gar- 
RICK, half petrified, fifteen hundred pounds for a few, 
houfes as rotten as the linch pin of the world ; no, may 
I be branded for an afs as long as I exill, if I ever give 
away my mpney ia that manner: no, no. Master 
Palmer, you have got the wrong fow by the ear, I 
wilh you a good day, fir ! — Again he returned to Lacy, 
and after a long examination of the expe£led advantages 
and difadvantages, involved in the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of the propofal, it was finally determined to make 
the purchafe upon the increafed terms, and put an end 
to their mutual anxiety : full of this projeft, he invited 
Mr. Palmer to dine with him, under the hope that a 
glafs of Burgundy would fhake his cupidity : but he did 
not completely know his man, for when the fubjeft was 
broached during the circulation of the bottle, Mr, Pal- 
mer froze the faculties of the joint-patentees, by affur- 
ing them that he had reconfidered the meafure, and 
could not, confiflent with his duty to his Lord, take lefs 
than two thoufand pounds: two thoufand pounds, bel- 
lowed Garrick, why it is not fix hours ago, that one 
half the fum would have been fatisfa£lory : however, 

take 
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take the money and fign the articles, for if I delay five 
minutes more, you may poffibly demand half my eftate 
for the fee-fimple of a huckfter's chateau ! 

As fome unqualified ideas of degeneracy have .been 
annexed to Lord Barrymore's name, I think it incum- 
bent to inform the world, that no man ever behaved 
with more circumfpeftion, and more apparent dread of 
offending towards a virtuous woman, than himfelf ; he 
thought, with all who thinly juftly, that a good woman 
is the belt of all poflible good things ; and as fuch, he 
united in his deportment towards them the regards for 
virtue with the reftrifted gallantries of a gentleman. 
The humble females whom he engaged to perform the- 
atrically at Wargrave^ from Mr. Thornton's company 
of Qomedians, who travel that diftrift, were treated, on 
all occafions, by him, with as much deference and atten- 
tion as Ladies of primary diftinftion.

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HIS DEATH. 



Th^s popular, witty, and eminently gifted young no- 
bleman, IS now no more : the efficient caufe of his de- 
flruftion was one of thofe afts of benevolence and 
good-will towards others, which were hourly manifefted 
in his limited paffage through this world : — it was cir- 
cumftantially as follows : — He was with his regiment, 
the Berk/hire Militia, at Rye^ when a party of French 
prifoners, to the number of (ixteen, were ordered to be 
efcorted to Deal ; a ferjeant and twelve men were def- 
tined for this purpofe, but Lord Barrymore foli- 
cited Lord Craven, the Major, for the command of 
the party, which was granted, and the number of fol- 
diers increafed to twenty in accordance with his military 
rank ; when they had marched through Folkftone to 
the top of the adjoining hill he halted at- a fmall public- 
houfe, to refrefh his own men and the prifoners, with 
beer, and bread and cheefe ; — here Admiral Macbride 
and General Smith met his LordQiip, and entered into 
converfation with him ; he was in high fpirits, and, I 
believe, promifed to meet them at dinner either at Deal 

or 
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or Dover. — Lord Barrymore, who }iad hitherto 
marched at the head of the party on foot, informed his 
Valet de Chambre^ who drove his curricle in the rear, 
that he would procure a pipe of tobacco at the ale- 
houfe, and ride and fmoak, while his fervant drove :— 
while he remained in this houfe, he was extremely 
pleafant with the landlady, took a piece of chalk from 
the bar, and infilled upon marking the amount of the 
bin upon a flate, which hung behind the door, in the 
ftenographic cyphers of a publican; and while doing 
this he imitated the language and manners of Hoh^ a 
dramatic charafter he was fond of perfonifying ; at part- 
ing he drank a glafs of brandy with his hoftefs, kifled 
her, leaped into the carriage, and gave his fuzee to this 
fellow, who placed it aukwardly between his legs, and 
they had not proceeded above fifty yards down the hill, 
when the piece fuddenly went off, and the contents en- 
tered the right cheek of his Lordfhip, forced out the 
right eye, and lodged in his brain ; the left arm of the 
man and his coat were burnt with the powder; — he 
was martyred in the a£l of pointing with his pipe, to 
fliew his fervant how plain the coaft of France appeared 
in view. — Thus he fell, like a ftar from the firmament 
of brightnefs and peace, and in the very high-day of his 

jollity! 
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jollity ! — from the moment that this difaftrous event took 
place to his expiring, which was a period of forty 
minutes, he never articulated a word, but groaned incef- 
fanily, till his fenfations ceafed in death — 

*' Then crack'd the cordage of a noble heart." 

His piece was charged with fwan-fliot, with which he 
had been furnifhed by the turnpike-man, and he had 
been previoufly amufing himfelf with killing the gulls 
and rabbits, as he marched along! — there were a few 
drops of blood on the lining of his regimental cap, 
which fell off his head, as his body funk upon the left 
fide of the curricle, when the brains oozed upon the 
wheel through the lacerations in the cheek, until his 
coachman, who rode behind the carriage, eagerly re-? 
moved his mailer's head, and replaced his right eye in 
the focket. — He was reconveyed to the public-houfe he 
had recently quitted ; and a furgeon was brought from 
Folkftone, at the defire of Colonel St. John, with 
all poflible expedition: but, alas! both fkill and atten- 
tion were equally fruitlefs ; his pulfe gradually flackened, 
and his extremities ftiffened : — this was a fcene of hor- 
ror, both to his own company and their prifoners, who 
all (hed tears abundantly over the yet warm body of 
their common friend. 

The 
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The Coroner fat on his remains on Friday the 8th of 
March, and brought in their verdift — Accidental Dtath. 
—All the officers and men belonging to his regiment, 
have borne the moft honorable teftlmony to his merits, 
by repeated proofs of the utmoft pungency of grief for 
his misfortune. 

A fimilar account of this cataftrophe was copied 
orally at Mr. Hammersley's, from Mr. Seton, 
his Lord{hip*s folicitor, by Mr. Sheridan, who 
kindly took that unerring method to counteraft the 
fuggeflions of the envious and the malevolent, who had, 
without knowing the progrefs of the fatal event, infi- 
nuated broadly that his demife was not altogether com- 
patible with the ideas of a man of virtue ! 

His remains were interred on Sunday, March 17th, 
in the chancel of the church at Wargravt, 

If I fliould be called upon to compofe his monumen- 
tal record, I will not be his panegyrift, but his hiflorian : 
I will not indite his fepulchre with that adulatory lan- 
guage, which I difdained to offer him when living — I 
will not aver that he was perfeQ, but I will infill that 
he was good. 



** Where be his gibes and his jefts now ; his flaflics of 
*' Merriment, that were wont lo fct the table on a roar?" 



He 
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He is now gdncJ, poor gentleman, to difcover the 
truth of thofe governing portions for the fniiid, which,- 
as a Dowager Queen of Ptuffia obferved, neither Car- 
tefius, Saint Auguftine, nor Leibnitz, could with preci- 
fion illuflrate- The fall of fuch a mart, with the liberal 
few who could fee his meani^ig through his deed, is ^ 
ftunriih^ blow to their tranquih'ty. Like the pafling 
away of fumtner to the "fly, it is a folacement departed^ 
that, perhapi, may never fimrlafly return during thef 
flutterings of the cheerlefs infeft* What a leflbn i^ of- 
fered, by bis viciflitudes, to the heedlefs, the frantic^ 
and the proud! Let them fefleft, and be happien 
They who willingly throw themfelves for repofe into 
the arms of Luxury, are foon impelled to declare, like 
Montezuma, " this is not a bed of rofes." Where ex- 
traneous feduQion is employed to awaken an appetite 
to pleafure, the completion of enjoyment is but the 
prelude fo the advances of Languor and Difcontent, 
In every different delineation of morals, there is one 
point fteadily enforced, viz. To refpcil yourfelf. One 
would think that the affocialion of fome men begot a 
tranfmigration of principle and prejudice; and that the 
mind, like particular metals, imbibed a portion of the 
magnetic force of its elbowing agent. 

If 
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If any of the callow young men of diftinSion, who 
are hourly emerging into life, fliould gather fo much 
caution from the derangements of Lord Barrymore as 
to refift the approaches of Extravagance, and the incon- 
veniencies refuking from Prodigality, he will not have 
lived in vain. He certainly miftook the obligations of 
duty, as we fhould rather feek for efteem than admira- 
tion. The tafk of purification from error is, at beft, 
an intricate effort, and the world is too ungenerous 
to admit a complete re-e(labli(hment of charafleriilic 
worth ; mankind are too bafe and fufpicious to believe 
the inftantaneous abandonment of an habitual fault: 
too many derive comfort and (ignificance from the im- 
becilities of their compeer, to fubfcribe otherwife than 
tardily to hiis regeneration. 

Whatever were his weaknefles, and weaknefles we all 
have, 

*' Let them be buried with him in his tomb, 
*' But not remembered in his epitaph.^' 

Here let us ponder upon the brevity of life. Here let 
the inconfiderate ruminate upon the reftrifled ftate of 
humanity. With an ample revenue, a refined under- 
ftanding, and the bed heart imaginable, it was not pof- 
fible for the lamented fubjeft of thefe remarks to pro- 
tra£jL his being, or acquire the general encomium of a 

Q polluted 
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polluted fociety ! But his end was confonant with the 
moil ftern demands of Roman Virtue ; he periflied ia 
an aft of benevolence and the fervice of his country* 
Calamities like thefe wean us from all fublunary attache 
ment. Who can be oftentatious, wicked, or unchari- 
table, with fuch inilances of frailty and defolation in 
his view ? 

One evil too eagerly treads on .the heel of another 
to fliake our fortitude: while I am writing this para- 
graph the difmal account has arrived, that I have loft 
the moft tender parent that was ever born ; he was the 
paragon of human integrity; he lived without {hame, 
and he died without fear. I would fooner have walked 
into a cannon's mouth than have given him intentional 
oflFence : his frown, like Profpero's rod, would have be- 
numbed my faculties. — Now have I but little left to de- 
precate, and lefs to hope. Death has made a void in my 
bofom which Time can never fo valuably fill up again. 

** To-morrow, to-morrow, and to-morrow, 
*' Creeps in a ftealin^ pace from day to day, 
" To the laft fyllable of recorded time ? 
'* And all our yefterdays have lighted fools 

•' To their eternal night I 

** Life 's but a walking fhadow, a poor player, 
*' That ftruts and frets his hour upon the rtagc, 
" And then is heard no more ;— — 
" *Tis a tale, told by an ideot, full of found 
** And fury, fignifying nothing 1"

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With our daily load of motley mifery, what impe- 
rial reptiles we are ! what inflated triflers ! If I may 
judge from my fenfations, I may antedate my exiftence 
ten years, from the irruption that my prefent agonies 
iiave made upon my nature !
